In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  Pardons  and  Commutations  of  Sentence 
granted  by  the  Governor  during  the  years  1935-'36.

REPORT  OF  PARDONS,  COMMUTATIONS,  ETC.,  1935-1936 
BY  GOVERNOR  F.  H.  COONEY 

Pardons 

EDWARD  E.  ROLLINS — Deer  Lodge  county;  first  degree  murder; 
sentenced  Jan.  14,  1926,  to  life  imprisonment.  There  was  evidence 
to  warrant  the  belief  that  Rollins  pleaded  guilty  to  protect  the  perpetrator 
of  the  crime.  His  conduct  had  been  excellent  and  he  had  held  responsible 
positions  in  the  prison.  On  Jan.  10,  1935,  he  was  given  an  unconditional 
pardon. 

HARRY  MURDOCK — Pondera  county;  use  of  automobile  without 
owner's  consent;  one  year's  sentence  suspended  May  13,  1929.  Murdock 
was  a  citizen  of  Canada  and  employed  by  an  oil  company  near  the  border. 
In  this  capacity  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  enter  the  United  States 
occasionally,  but  because  of  the  old  sentence  the  Immigration  officials 
denied  him  entry.    On  Aug.  12,  1935,  a  pardon  was  granted. 
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Commutations 

MARTIN   JENSEN — Cascade    county;    robbery;    sentenced   Aug.  6, 

1929,  to  20  years.  Jensen  was  only  19,  was  associated  in  the  offense 
with  older  men,  and  had  never  before  been  afoul  of  the  law.  His  testimony 
added  materially  in  securing  convictions  in  the  other  cases.  He  had 
been  an  exceptionally  good  prisoner  and  the  Warden  recommended  him. 
A  job  was  awaiting  him,  and  on  Jan.  7,  1935,  his  sentence  was  commuted 
to  11  years. 

JOHN  POLETTO — Cascade  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  Feb.  1, 
1934,  to  three  years.  He  pleaded  guilty  to  stealing  about  $100  while 
intoxicated,  but  had  returned  the  sum  before  information  was  filed.  The 
complaining  witness  was  among  those  asking  clemency  for  Poletto.  On 
the  ground  that  he  had  been  sufficiently  punished  his  sentence  was  on 
Jan.  8,  1935,  commuted  to  two  years. 

DAVE  THOMSON— Dawson  county;  robbery;  sentenced  July  21,  1933, 
to  five  years.  This  was  his  first  offense  and  the  County  Attorney  recom- 
mended clemency.    On  Jan.  8,  1935,  sentence  was  cut  to  three  years. 

HAROLD  R.  WIRTH — Richland  county;  stealing  a  colt;  sentenced 
Sept.  12,  1933,  to  five  years.  He  had  borne  a  good  reputation  and  the 
County  Attorney  recommended  clemency.  Sentence  was  commuted  to  three 
years  Jan.  8,  1935. 

WILLIAM  KEANE — Lewis  and  Clark  county;  first  degree  burglary; 
sentenced  March  31,  1931,  to  12  years.  He  had  been  a  hard-working  man 
of  good  repute  and  had  been  long  without  work  when  the  crime  was 
committed.  That  he  might  return  to  the  assistance  of  his  mother  sentence 
v^^as  on  Jan.  9,  1935,  commuted  to  eight  years. 

KIP  BELL — Lewis  and  Clark  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  Aug. 
7,  1931,  to  10  years.  Bell  having  been  intoxicated  at  the  time  of  the  crime, 
the  Governor  feeling  that  the  punishment  was  unduly  severe,  and  Bell 
having  employment  in  prospect,  sentence  was  commuted  Jan.  10,  1935, 
to  five  years. 

EMMETT  KEYES— McCone  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  Oct. 
13,  1933,  to  five  years.  Eight  of  the  jurors,  the  County  Attorney  and 
many  neighbors  requested  commutation,  and  on  Jan.  10,  1935,  commutation 
to  three  years  was  granted. 

LaTOUR  LOVELAND— Cascade  county;  robbery;  sentenced  Dec.  26, 

1930,  to  25  years.  He  had  been  a  model  prisoner,  had  a  job  awaiting 
him,  and  on  the  ground  that  he  had  been  sufficiently  punished  the  sentence 
was  cut  to  eight  years  on  Jan.  11,  1935. 

CLYDE  KIPP — Stillwater  and  Yellowstone  counties;  grand  larceny  and 
robbery;  sentenced  June  8,  1932,  to  10  and  nine  years,  to  run  concurrently. 
Testimony  given  by  Kipp  was  highly  valuable,  bringing  about  conviction 
of  seven  others.  Judge,  County  Attorney  and  Sheriff  in  one  case  recom- 
mended clemency.  On  Jan.  12,  1935,  sentences  were  reduced  to  three  years 
in  each  case,  to  run  concurrently.  This  action  was  disapproved  by  the 
State  Board  of  Pardons. 

E.  A.  MOELLER — Carter  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  Dec.  6, 
1933,  to  three  years.  Moeller  had  had  no  previous  trouble.  Ten  of  the 
jurors  convicting  him  petitioned  in  his  behalf,  and  on  Jan,  16,  1935,  sentence 
was  cut  to  two  years. 

OLIVER  T.  GRAY — Richland  county;  robbery  of  bank;  sentenced 
May  12,  1929,  to  40  years.  Because  Gray  had  never  before  been  in  trouble, 
had  rendered  very  valuable  services  in  the  prison  automobile  plate  fac- 
tory, and  believing  he  had  been  sufficiently  punished  the  Governor  on 
Jan.  19,  1935,  cut  the  sentence  to  11  years. 
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WALTER  R.  SMITH  and  EDWIN  VANMEN— Lewis  and  Clark  county; 
larceny:  sentenced  Dec.  24,  1934,  to  six  months  in  county  jail.  It  appeared 
the  men  thought  they  had  bought  the  mining  material  they  were  accused 
of  stealing  but  had  not  got  a  bill  of  sale.  On  Jan.  10,  1935,  sentence  was 
commuted  to  one  month. 

LOUIS  FRANCIS — Broadwater  county;  petit  larceny;  sentenced  Jan. 
11,  1935,  to  six  months  in  county  jail.  Francis'  family  had  been  on  relief 
and  he  took  some  lumber  from  another  house  whereby  he  might  make 
their  own  home  more  comfortable.  He  had  a  job  awaiting  him  in  the 
event  of  his  release  and  on  Feb.  15,  1935,  sentence  was  commuted  to 
two  months. 

GOTTLIEB  BECKER,  Jr.— Prairie  county;  burglary;  sentenced  Jan.  24, 

1934,  to  five  years.  Becker  had  a  wife  and  eight  children  on  relief. 
Judge,  County  Attorney  and  other  officials  recommended  consideration 
and  on  March  29,  1935,  sentence  was  reduced  to  fifteen  months. 

MATT  DOYLE — Cascade  county;  attempting  to  conceal  identity  after 
colliding  with  injured  persons;  sentenced  March  17,  1934,  to  four  years. 
The  offense  was  committed  while  Doyle  was  intoxicated.  The  County 
Attorney  and  other  officers  recommended  that  Doyle  be  given  another 
chance,  and  on  May  8,  1935,  commutation  to  two  years  was  granted. 

KENNETH  CLARK — Valley  county;  attempt  to  commit  rape;  sentenced 
Dec.  2,  1933,  to  10  years.  Friends  of  Clark  made  arrangements  with 
Johns  Hopkins  university's  department  of  psychiatry  to  have  him  treated 
to  correct  a  mental  condition,  and  on  May  13,  1935,  sentence  was  com- 
muted to  three  years. 

CLYDE  KIPP— On  August  29,  1935,  Kipp's  case  was  again  pre- 
sented to  the  State  Board  of  Pardons,  the  sentences  again  being  commuted 
to  three  years  each,  to  run  concurrently.  This  action  also  was  disapproved 
by  the  Board. 

OR  A  ROBINSON — Carter  county;  horse  stealing;  sentenced  Nov.  18, 
1933,  to  five  years.  On  recommendation  of  Judge  and  County  Attorney 
sentence  was  on  Aug.  12,  1935,  cut  to  three  years. 

FLOYD  BARNEY — Fergus  county;  larceny;  sentenced  in  June,  1933, 
to  four  years.  Barney's  sentence  was  suspended;  he  had  passed  a  civil 
service  examination,  and  in  order  that  he  might  secure  appointment  the 
sentence  was  on  Aug.  12,  1935,  cut  to  two  years. 

PAUL  VOGT— Phillips  county;  larceny;  sentenced  Feb.  19,  1935,  to 
two  years.  Vogt's  partner  in  the  crime  was  given  one  year,  and  believing 
the  men  should  receive  the  same  treatment  the  Governor  on  Aug.  12, 

1935,  commuted  his  sentence  to  one  year. 

INOCENCIA  ALFARA — Dawson  county;  second  degree  murder;  sen- 
tenced July  16,  1927,  to  18-36  years.  Alfara  had  epilepsy  and  heart  trouble, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  Immigration  Service's  desire  to  deport  him 
to  Mexico  the  sentence  was  cut  to  16  years  on  Aug.  12,  1935. 

WILLIAM  JOHNSON,  RAYMOND  COOPER  and  SWAN  JOHNSON— 
Judith  Basin  county;  theft  of  a  car;  sentenced  June  18,  1934,  to  three 
years  each.  It  was  the  first  offense  of  William  Johnson  and  Cooper,  but 
Swan  Johnson  had  a  record,  and  the  Immigration  Service  desired  to  deport 
him  to  Sweden.  The  other  boys  had  jobs  awaiting  them.  On  Aug.  12, 
1935,  sentences  were  commuted  to  two  years  and  four  months  each. 

HENRY  GILBERTSON— McCone  county;  second  degree  murder; 
sentenced  June  8,  1931,  to  25  years.  Gilbertson  and  an  older  man  were 
together  at  the  time  of  the  crime,  the  former  then  being  only  19  years 
old  and  having  had  no  prior  trouble.    Both  were  quite  drunk.  Feeling 
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that  the  lad  should  have  a  chance  at  rehabilitation,  sentence  was  on 
Sept.  6,  1935,  cut  to  eight  years. 

WILLIAM  CLARENCE  CATES— Missoula  county;  first  degree  mur- 
der; sentenced  to  death  in  July,  1934.  Commutation  to  life  imprisonment 
was  granted  in  September,  1934,  which  action  was  disapproved  by  the 
State  Board  of  Pardons.  On  September  23,  1935,  a  second  commutation  to 
life  imprisonment  was  granted.    This  also  the  Board  disapproved, 

HARRY  MILLER — Garfield  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  June 
16,  1933,  to  five  years.  He  was  sorely  needed  to  care  for  his  family 
and  ranch.  His  offense  was  not  aggravated  and  the  presiding  Judge 
offered  no  op[position  to  clemency,  which  was  urged  by  numbers  of 
stockmen  and  neighbors.  On  Sept.  30,  1935,  sentence  was  commuted  to 
two  years. 

LOUIS  LOUDEN — Dawson  county;  involuntary  manslaughter;  sen- 
tenced June  24,  1935,  to  one  and  a  half  years.  He  was  charged  with 
operating  an  automobile  while  drunk  and  thereby  causing  the  death  of 
his  sister.  Believing  that  the  loss  of  his  sister  was  sufficient  to  convince 
him  of  the  seriousness  of  the  offense  and  add  to  the  punishment  inflicted 
by  the  law,  his  sentence  was  on  Oct.  2,  1935,  commuted  to  six  months. 

PERIN  DAGENAIS — Lewis  and  Clark  county;  rape;  sentenced  April 
30,  1934,  to  eight  years.  The  young  man  had  previously  borne  a  good 
reputation  and  it  appeared  that  the  crime  was  not  as  serious  as  was 
thought  at  time  of  sentence.  He  had  a  job  awaiting  him  on  his  release. 
On  Nov.  25,  1935,  the  sentence  was  cut  to  three  years. 

ROBERT  BOWERS— Cascade  county;  robbery;  sentenced  Aug.  1, 
1929,  to  20  years.  Bowers  was  only  22  at  the  time  and  was  associated 
in  the  crime  with  three  others,  one  of  whom  was  an  ex-convict  twice  his 
age.  The  presiding  Judge  had  no  objection  to  clemency  and  the  Warden 
of  the  prison  thought  Bowers  entitled  to  consideration.  On  Nov.  29,  1935, 
sentence  was  commuted  to  12  years. 

CARL  HOULISTON,  LEO  JOHNSON  and  LAWRENCE  MAKER— 
Flathead  county;  using  automobile  without  consent  of  owner;  sentenced 
March  1,  1935,  to  two  years  each.  In  consideration  of  the  youth  of  the 
prisoners  the  sentence  was  on  Nov.  29,  1935,  cut  to  one  and  a  half  years. 


Fines  Remitted 

ERVIN  J.  GOODHEART— Blaine  county;  second  degree  assault; 
sentenced  Dec.  12,  1931,  to  pay  a  fine  of  |1,000.  Because  of  inability  to 
pay  the  fine  and  the  likelihood  of  losing  his  farm  through  foreclosure 
the  fine  was  remitted  on  Jan.  8,  1935. 

LESTER  McGRAW — Richland  county;  misdemeanor;  sentenced  in 
Justice's  court  in  1934  to  six  months  in  jail  and  fined  $500.  He  had  served 
the  jail  term,  but  had  neither  money  nor  property  with  which  to  pay  the 
fine.    On  Feb.  7,  1935,  the  fine  was  remitted. 

ALBERT  STEPMAN,  JOE  VIELLEUX,  EARL  W.  CULBERTSON, 
HERMAN  SMALL  and  JESSE  WILLETT— Chouteau  county;  petit  larceny; 
sentenced  May  8,  1935,  to  30  days  in  jail  and  fined  $100  each.  The 
property  was  of  no  great  value  and  had  been  returned  to  the  owners. 
Sentence  having  been  served  the  fines  were  remitted  on  May  23,  1935. 

HUBERT  BURLAND — Lake  county;  third  degree  assault;  sentenced 
April  24,  1933,  to  six  months  in  jail  and  fined  |500.  Jurors  and  Sheriff 
recommended  remission  of  the  fine  and  this  was  granted  on  Oct.  7,  1935. 

DAVID  SMITH  and  THEODORE  POTTER— Chouteau  county;  dis- 
turbing the  peace;  sentenced  July  1,  1935,  to  90  days  in  jail  and  fined 
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$200.  The  boys  had  never  before  been  in  trouble  and  were  badly  needed 
at  home,  and  having-  served  all  of  the  jail  sentence  and  part  of  the 
fine  the  unpaid  portion  of  the  fine  was  remitted  on  Nov.  18,  1935. 

Transfer 

RALPH  MILLS — Powder  River  county;  burglary;  sentenced  July  6, 
1935,  to  one  year.  It  appeared  that  the  boy  was  only  17  years  old,  and 
for  this  reason  the  sentence  was  on  Aug.  6,  1935,  commuted  to  one  year 
in  the  Industrial  School.

Pardons 

STUART  ECKSTROM— Cascade  county;  resisting  an  officer;  sentenced 
in  Justice's  court  Dec.  5,  1935,  to  90  days  in  jail.  Numerous  requests 
for  clemency  were  made  and  the  Justice  recited  that  at  the  time  of 
the  offense  Eckstrom  was  drunk,  and  if  liberated  he  could  return  to 
the  job  he  had  held  for  some  time.  On  Feb.  22,  1936,  a  pardon  was 
granted. 

BILL  MUNROE — Sanders  county;  hunting  without  a  license;  sen- 
tenced Oct.  21,  1935,  to  six  months  in  jail.  Munroe  was  suffering  from 
a  broken  hip  and  it  was  felt  that  the  time  served  was  sufficient  punish- 
ment.   On  March  9,  1936,  he  was  pardoned. 

THOMAS  INCASHOLA— Lake  county;  first  degree  burglary;  sen- 
tenced Jan.  8,  1936,  to  one  year.  The  prisoner's  trouble  was  charged  to 
liquor,  and  the  County  Attorney  and  the  complaining  witness  felt  that 
his  imprisonment  had  given  him  the  needed  lesson.  On  April  17,  1936, 
a  pardon  was  granted. 

WILLIAM  ULMER — Valley  county;  lewd  and  lascivious  act  upon  a 
child;  sentenced  March  2,  1936,  to  one  year.  Petitions  and  letters  estab- 
lished the  boy's  previous  good  repute,  and  in  the  belief  that  his  time 
in  prison  had  taught  him  a  lesson  a  pardon  was  granted  on  Sept.  2,  1936. 

MILO  V/ALKER— Carbon  county;  robbery;  sentenced  March  30,  1933, 
to  nine  years.  The  presiding  Judge  and  many  residents  of  the  Bridger 
locality  recommended  clemency  and  the  County  Attorney  made  no  objec- 
tion. On  Sept.  29,  1936,  a  conditional  pardon  was  given  Walker,  effective 
until  the  normal  expiration  of  his  term. 

TED  COMAS — Lewis  and  Clark  county;  possession  of  narcotics; 
sentenced  May  27,  1936,  to  two  years.  War  Veterans  interested  themselves 
in  this  case,  desiring  to  place  Comas  in  a  sanitarium  for  treatment.  On 
Oct.  23,  1936,  a  pardon  was  granted. 

GUYLES  LYONS— Cascade  county;  murder;  sentenced  Nov.  11,  1924, 
to  life.  Investigation  was  convincing  that  Lyons'  imprisonment  had 
worked  a  great  change  for  the  better.  He  was  highly  recommended 
by  the  Warden  and  an  officer  of  the  Federal  Department  of  Justice. 
Many  peace  officers  asked  for  his  release.  On  Nov.  5,  1936,  a  pardon 
was  granted. 

GEORGE  McFADDEN — Lewis  and  Clark  county;  carrying  concealed 
weapon;  sentenced  July  1,  1936,  in  Justice's  court  to  six  months  in  jaiL 
The  Justice  and  the  Deputy  County  Attorney  recommended  a  pardon 
and  this  was  given  on  Nov.  6,  1936. 

HARRY  PARK — Madison  county;  second  degree  murder;  sentenced 
Dec.  20,  1929,  to  20  years  and  one  day.  The  man  had  been  a  model 
prisoner,  and  the  Governor's  personal  investigation  convinced  him  that 
reformation  had  been  wrought.  The  County  Attorney  offered  no  opposition 
to  clemency.    On  Nov.  6,  1936,  a  pardon  was  granted. 
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RUSSELL  MALLO — Carbon  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  June 
25,  1935,  to  two  years.  On  recommendation  of  the  County  Attorney  and 
Sheriff,  and  that  Mallo  might  enroll  in  the  CCC,  a  pardon  was  granted 
on  Dec.  15,  1936. 

Commutations 

CHARLES  H.  PENLAND— Lewis  and  Clark  county;  third  degree  as- 
sault; sentenced  Dec.  28,  1934,  to  six  months  in  jail.  Penland  contracted 
pneumonia  after  beginning  sentence  and  was  at  the  time  under  a  physi- 
cian's care.  On  recommendation  of  County  Attorney  and  Sheriff  sentence 
was  on  April  8,  1935,  commuted  to  four  months. 

JONAS  MANIER — Lincoln  county;  rape;  sentenced  Nov.  28,  1924,  to 
20-40  years;  escaped  and  IV2  years  added.  The  prisoner  developed  cancer 
of  the  stomach  and  in  order  that  he  might  have  treatment  outside,  sentences 
were  cut  to  ten  years  on  May  1,  1935. 

JAMES  M.  HUGHES — Pondera  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  Feb. 
25,  1933,  to  three  years.  Judge,  County  Attorney  and  Sheriff  asked 
leniency  for  Hughes  and  on  Feb.  18,  1936,  sentence  was  cut  to  one  year. 

EDWARD  G.  DALY — Deer  Lodge  county;  rape;  sentenced  May  19, 
1934,  to  five  years.  Jurors  declared  that  when  they  found  Daly  guilty 
they  had  a  much  lighter  sentence  in  mind,  and  numerous  citizens  said 
that  punishment  had  been  sufficient.  Sentence  was  on  June  20,  1936, 
commuted  to  four  years. 

ELMO  MIX — Fallon  county;  first  degree  burglary;  sentenced  Nov. 
14,  1935,  to  two  years.  Judge  and  County  Attorney  recommended  com- 
mutation in  view  of  the  boy's  record,  and  on  July  28,  1936,  sentence  was 
reduced  to  one  and  a  half  years. 

HARRY  DAVID — Roosevelt  county;  rape;  sentenced  Nov.  16,  1934,  to 
20  years.  It  developed  that  the  term  was  excessive  in  view  of  all  the 
circumstances  and  Judge  and  County  Attorney  recommended  consideration. 
On  July  28,  1936,  sentence  was  commuted  to  SV2  years. 

FRED  KN ABE— Valley  county;  forgery;  sentenced  Oct.  16,  1934, 
to  two  years.  Later  he  violated  a  suspended  sentence  and  was  committed 
to  prison.  Many  neighbors  of  the  family  petitioned  for  clemency  and  in 
order  that  the  man  might  take  a  position  open  to  him  the  sentence  was 
on  Aug.  22,  1936,  commuted  to  one  year. 

ROSS  SCHAFF — Big  Horn  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  Sept. 
19,  1935,  to  one  year.  Violating  the  suspended  sentence  he  was  committed. 
On  recommendation  of  Judge  and  County  Attorney  sentence  was  cut  to 
eight  months  on  Sept.  12,  1936. 

J.  M.  McLEISH — Cascade  county;  grand  larceny  as  bailee;  sentenced 
Nov.  12,  1935,  to  three  years.  Investigation  as  to  the  man's  prior  record 
and  his  family  connections  prompted  action  that  would  give  McLeish  a 
chance  to  make  good.  Feeling  that  the  lesson  had  been  learned  by  his 
year  in  prison  the  sentence  was  on  Oct.  16,  1936,  commuted  to  two  years. 

DAVID  CONKLING — Lewis  and  Clark  county;  misdemeanor;  sen- 
tenced Aug.  31,  1936,  in  Justice's  court  to  six  months  in  jail  and  fined 
$500.  Investigation  showed  that  Conkling's  offense  (exploding  dynamite 
on  the  slope  of  Mount  Helena)  was  a  thoughtless  youthful  act,  without 
criminal  intent.  Clemency  was  asked  by  all  of  the  peace  officers  of 
city  and  county.  On  Nov.  16,  1936,  the  sentence  was  cut  to  100  days 
and  the  fine  remitted. 

HERBERT  GRAY— Richland  county;  robbery;  sentenced  May  10, 
1929,  to  40  years.  Gray  was  23  years  old,  the  youngest  of  four  committing 
the  robbery.    The  other  three  had  their  freedom  and  the  Judge  who  sen- 
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tenced  Gray  thought  it  only  fair  to  the  prisoner  to  release  him.  He 
had  a  job  waiting  for  him.  On  Nov.  17,  1936,  the  sentence  was  com- 
muted to  13  years. 

ED  HOYT — Sweet  Grass  county;  rape;  sentenced  June  21,  1926,  to 
30-60  years.  It  was  found  that  there  was  reasonable  doubt  as  to  Hoyt's 
guilt.  On  the  ground  of  sufficient  punishment  sentence  was  on  Nov.  24, 
1936,  commuted  to  10-20  years. 

CHARLES  (ROUNDUP)  SMITH— Powell  county;  rape;  sentenced 
Dec.  11,  1930,  to  15  years.  Developments  after  conviction  indicated  that 
the  term  was  excessive,  and  on  recommendation  of  the  Warden  and 
pleas  of  others  interested  the  sentence  was  on  Nov.  24,  1936,  commuted 
to  six  years. 

ALBERT  L.  PIERCE — Flathead  county;  rape;  sentenced  Jan.  12, 
1934,  to  10  years.  A  letter  from  the  Judge  stated  that  knowledge  gained 
after  Pierce's  conviction  indicated  that  the  sentence  was  unduly  heavy. 
He  and  the  County  Attorney  recommended  clemency.  On  Nov.  24,  1936, 
sentence  was  commuted  to  five  years. 

E.  T.  SUMNER — Gallatin  county;  first  degree  assault;  sentenced 
March  29,  1932,  to  12  years.  Sumner  is  68  years  old  and  in  serious 
physical  condition.  A  sister  arranged  to  have  him  removed  to  a  hospital 
and  care  for  him.  On  Nov.  24,  1936,  sentence  was  cut  to  eight  years. 
This  action  was  disapproved  by  the  State  Board  of  Pardons. 

BERNIECE  NELMS— Cascade  county;  robbery;  sentenced  Nov.  20, 
1934,  to  10  years.  It  was  her  first  offense  and  Judge  and  County 
Attorney  recommended  favorable  action.  On  November  24,  1936,  sentence 
was  commuted  to  four  years. 

SIG  STAR — Yellowstone  county;  robbery;  sentenced  Sept.  4,  1934, 
to  eight  years.  The  young  man  had  got  into  trouble  while  on  a  trip 
into  Montana.  He  had  been  a  model  prisoner  and  his  old  employer  was 
holding  a  job  for  him.  Feeling  that  his  punishment  had  been  sufficient, 
sentence  was  on  Nov.  24,  1936,  cut  to  four  years. 

THOMAS  LANE — Fallon  county;  second  degree  murder;  sentenced 
Dec.  6,  1930,  to  35  years.  The  crime  was  committed  in  a  drunken  fight. 
Many  of  Lane's  neighbors  interceded  and  members  of  the  jury  thought 
the  term  excessive.  The  Warden  gave  Lane  an  excellent  record.  On 
Nov.  25,  1936,  sentence  was  cut  to  12  years. 

JESSE  ALBERT  REETZ— Fergus  county;  second  degree  murder; 
sentenced  Nov.  17,  1931,  to  20  years.  Many  prominent  people  of  Reetz^ 
community  petitioned  for  consideration,  the  Warden  recommended  the 
man,  and  on  Nov.  25,  1936,  sentence  was  cut  to  10  years. 

DAVID  ADAMS--Valley  county;  robbery;  sentenced  Dec.  8,  1930, 
to  25  years.  Many  officials  and  private  citizens  of  the  county  asked 
clemency  for  Adams,  and  the  presiding  Judge  offered  no  objection.  On 
Nov.  25,  1936,  sentence  was  cut  to  12  years. 

GUS  GROVERT — Prairie  county;  second  degree  murder;  sentenced 
Sept.  29,  1927,  to  25-50  years.  County  Attorney  and  other  officials  asked 
clemency,  along  with  many  other  citizens  of  the  county.  On  Nov.  25, 
1936,  sentence  was  commuted  to  18-36  years. 

JAY  WELCH — Lewis  and  Clark  county;  second  degree  murder;  sen- 
tenced March  8,  1926,  to  30-60  years.  There  was  reason  for  grave  doubt 
as  to  Welch's  guilt.  County  Attorney  and  members  of  the  jury  voiced 
their  doubts  as  to  Welch's  participation  in  the  crime.  On  the  showing 
made,  sentence  was  on  Nov.  27,  1936,  cut  to  20-40  years. 

WILIJAM  LANEGAN — Flathead  county;  attempted  rape;  sentenced 
Nov.  16,  1932,  to  12  years.    Jurors  in  the  case  urged  a  pardon  and  many 
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of  the  county  people  believed  Lanegan  innocent.  Deeming  his  punishment 
sufficient,  sentence  was  on  Nov.  30,  1936,  cut  to  eight  years. 

DONALD  S.  GREEN — Fergus  county;  robbery;   sentenced  April  5, 

1935,  to  10  years.  Commutation  was  recommended  by  County  Attorney 
and  Sheriff,  and  on  Dec.  7,  1936,  sentence  was  commuted  to  five  years. 

O.  P.  DISHMAN — Mineral  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  Feb.  17, 

1936,  to  two  years.  He  had  lived  in  Montana  many  years,  had  never  been 
in  trouble  before,  and  the  Judge  who  sentenced  him  was  favorably  inclined 
to  commutation.    On  Dec.  8,  1936,  sentence  was  cut  to  20  months. 

JAMES  SMEE — Phillips  county;  second  degree  murder;  sentenced 
Dec.  5,  1930,  to  30  years.  The  crime  was  committed  in  a  drunken  brawl 
and  without  criminal  intent.  County  Attorney  and  all  living  members  of 
the  jury  petitioned  in  Smee's  behalf  and  on  Dec.  15,  1936,  sentence  was 
commuted  to  12  years. 

H.  B.  LAKE — Cascade  county;  grand  larceny  as  bailee;  sentenced 
Feb.  28,  1935,  to  five  years.  Lake  is  64  years  old  and  had  borne  an  ex- 
cellent reputation  up  to  the  time  of  this  trouble,  which  involved  the  brok- 
erage business  of  H.  B.  Lake  &  Co.  On  the  strength  of  representations  of 
at  least  one  of  the  creditors  and  in  the  belief  that  Lake's  term  had  been 
sufficient  punishment  sentence  was  on  Dec.  30,  1936,  commuted  to  2V2 
years. 

BERNA  R.  WELCH — Custer  county;  second  degree  murder;  sen- 
tenced May  19,  1929,  to  40  years.  Welch  pleaded  guilty,  having  no  coun- 
sel, and  it  was  insisted  by  many  that  his  punishment  was  excessive.  The 
County  Attorney  recommended  commutation  and  on  Dec.  30,  1936,  the  sen- 
tence was  diminished  to  15  years. 

A.  E.  ROBINSON— Carter  county;  rape;  sentenced  Dec.  15,  1932,  to  35 
years.  Many  citizens  of  his  county  including  former  Sheriff  McLean, 
Senator  John  Oliver  and  others,  appealed  on  behalf  of  the  prisoner.  There 
was  an  affidavit  by  the  complaining  witness  to  the  effect  that  she  was 
compelled  to  sign  the  charge  against  her  father  under  threats  of  commit- 
ment to  the  Vocational  School.  In  view  of  all  the  circumstances,  the  man's 
record  before  his  arrest  and  the  report  of  the  Warden,  sentence  was  on 
Dec.  31,  1936,  cut  to  eight  years. 

Fines  Remitted. 

GEORGE  HINGHAM — Chouteau  county;  third  degree  assault;  sen- 
tenced Oct.  11,  1934,  to  six  months  in  jail  and  fined  $200.  He  had  served 
his  term,  was  unable  to  pay  the  fine,  and  the  Justice  who  sentenced  him 
recommended  consideration.    On  April  11,  1935,  fine  was  remitted. 

HORACE  GRIFFIN— Gallatin  county;  third  degree  assault;  sen- 
tenced to  pay  a  fine  of  $120.  Griffin  while  intoxicated  struck  an  officer. 
It  appeared  that  payment  of  the  fine  might  cost  him  his  job  in  a  CCC 
camp  and  would  deprive  his  family  of  needed  financial  aid,  and  on  April 
11,  1935,  the  fine  was  remitted. 

FRANK  STIFF  ARM — Blaine  county;  drunken  driving;  sentenced  Sept. 
26,  1935,  in  Justice's  court  to  six  months  in  jail  and  fined  |300.  Having 
served  his  term  and  being  unable  to  pay  the  fine,  on  recommendation  of 
the  County  Attorney  the  fine  was  remitted  on  Feb.  3,  1936. 

JAMES  E.  BRENNAN — Silver  Bow  county;  selling  morphine  hydro- 
chloride; sentenced  July  12,  1930,  to  10  years  and  fined  |3,000.  He  had 
served  his  time  and  more  than  a  year  on  the  fine.  On  recommendation  of 
Judge  and  County  Attorney  the  unpaid  portion  of  the  fine  was  remitted  on 
April  9,  1936. 

JOSEPH  J.  BRENNAN— Hill  county;  unlawfully  keeping  liquor  for 
sale;  sentenced  Nov.  7,  1936,  to  30  days  in  jail  and  fined  S150.    It  was 
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shown  that  Brennan  was  not  employed  in  the  place  where  he  was  arrested, 
and  it  was  felt  that  the  imprisonment  would  be  sufficient  punishment.  On 
Nov.  10,  1936,  the  fine  was  remitted. 

Transfers. 

FREDERICK  DUPONT  and  PETER  MASSETT— Deer  Lodge  county; 
burglary;  sentenced  March  7,  1936,  to  six  years.  The  boys  were  under  16 
years  of  age.  Feeling  that  they  should  not  be  confined  in  the  State  prison, 
their  sentence  was  on  March  10,  1936,  commuted  to  six  years  in  the  State 
Industrial  School.

Commutations. 

A.  N.  LONGFELLOW — Chouteau  county;  grand  larceny;  sentenced 
Feb.  15,  1935,  to  one  year.  Numerous  citizens  of  the  county  appealed  in 
his  behalf,  and  feeling  that  punishment  had  been  sufficient  to  atone  for  the 
offense  the  sentence  was  on  June  10,  1935,  commuted  to  six  months. 

L.  R.  DAEMS— Wheatland  county;  forgery;  sentenced  Nov.  22,  1934,  to 
three  years.  His  family  was  badly  in  need  of  his  support,  and  upon  the 
appeal  of  many  of  the  people  of  his  community  who  felt  that  his  imprison- 
ment had  been  sufficient,  the  sentence  was  on  June  12,  1935,  reduced  to  one 
year.

MEMORIAL  TOUCHING  ON  THE  LIFE  AND  PASSING  OF 
SENATOR  J.  D.  GARBER 

"Time  rolls  its  ceaseless  course"  and  in  its  swing  toward  eternity 
sweeps  with  it  the  laborer,  the  scientist,  the  statesman;  all  men  of  high 
or  low  estate  take  their  place  side  by  side  in  this  onward  sweep. 

In  1923  there  appeared  in  the  halls  of  this  Senate,  John  Daniel  Garber, 
Senator  of  Sanders  County,  who  during  this  last  year  has  joined  this  great 
sweep  toward  fairer  fields  and  greater  activities. 

Senator  Garber  was  born,  in  that  great  state  in  which  William  Penn 
first  set  forth  his  theories  of  government,  on  September  4,  1858,  and  was 
educated  in  the  public  schools.  When  he  reached  manhood  he  longed  to 
come  West  where  greater  opportunity  and  freedom  was  offered.  He  en- 
listed in  the  First  Regiment  of  the  United  States  Cavalry  in  1879  and 
spent  1879  and  1880  in  helping  to  quiet  the  Indian  disturbances  in  the 
Northwest. 

He  was  a  Mason  and  traveled  eastward  to  the  Shrine. 

He  came  to  Montana  January  6,  1884,  and  later  settled  near  Plains, 
Montana.    He  engaged  in  farming  and  railroad  work. 

He  was  elected  by  the  voters  of  Sanders  County  to  the  Montana  Legis- 
lature and  sat  in  the  House  during  the  eleventh  session,  and  later  came  to 
the  Senate  where  he  labored  with  us  for  twelve  years,  during  the  eight- 
eenth to  twenty-third  sessions. 

Senator  Garber  was  one  of  that  class  who  grasped  the  command  of 
his  creator  in  His  great  proclamation  to  created  man,  when  he  said  "Take 
thou  authority  of  all  created  things  and  replenish  the  earth  and  subdue  it." 
He  joined  in  partnership  with  God  and  his  fellowmen  to  subdue  and  develop 
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the  land  in  which  he  lived  that  the  better  things  in  civilization  with  its 
deeper  and  more  sacred  things  should  not  perish  from  the  earth. 

Senator  Garber  possessed  a  pleasant  and  agreeable  disposition,  he  had 
a  strong  conviction  that  right  should  triumph  and  he  was  not  easily  per- 
suaded from  that  conviction. 

He  had  a  pleasant  personality  which  was  peculiarly  and  richly  his  own. 

He  grasped  the  fact  that  while  man  was  finite  he  was  possessed  with 
infinite  possibilities  and  measured  his  life  and  activities  with  his  fellowmen 
by  the  rule  and  guide  to  faith. 

We  bow  in  submission  to  the  Voice  which  called  him  yonder,  we  will 
miss  him,  yet  we  are  grateful  that  we  have  had  the  pleasure  of  living  and 
working  with  him  here  on  the  floor,  in  the  halls  and  committee  rooms  of 
the  Senate.

"Again  a  prince  has  fallen  in  the  fight. 

The  valorous  champion  of  the  truth  and  right, 

Determined,  honest,  level-headed,  just, 

Who  broke  no  promise  nor  betrayed  a  trust. 

His  genial  face  with  courtly  kindness  beamed — 

By  friend  beloved,  by  all  the  world  esteemed." 

Though  having  reached  his  allotted  time  of  three  score  and  ten  years, 
Hon.  James  T.  Wood,  was  an  active  man  in  the  affairs  of  life.  Suddenly 
he  was  called  away  at  his  home  in  White  Sulphur  Springs,  March  twenty- 
ninth,  1935. 

Senator  Wood  was  born  in  Quincy,  Illinois,  February  4th,  1865.  At 
the  age  of  nineteen  he  came  to  Montana  and  entered  the  employ  of  the 
banking  firm  of  Potter,  Moe  and  Company.  This  concern  was  later  char- 
tered as  the  First  National  Bank  and  Senator  Wood  became  its  first 
cashier  later  becoming  its  president,  which  position  he  held  until  his  death. 

Senator  Wood  was  first  and  foremost  a  banker,  and  devoted  most 
of  his  time  and  energy  to  that  field.  For  fifty  years  he  was  the  guiding 
spirit  of  his  banking  institution  and  was  held  in  high  esteem  by  the  banking 
fraternity  of  Montana  and  at  one  time  served  as  president  of  the  Montana 
Bankers  Association. 

In  1909  Senator  Wood  was  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  Eleventh  Legislative  Assembly  from  Meagher  County  and  in  1919 
served  his  home  county  as  Senator  in  the  Sixteenth  Legislative  Assembly. 

His  fraternal  affiliations  were  with  the  Masonic  Fraternity  holding 
his  membership  for  many  years  in  Diamond  City  Lodge  No.  7,  A.  F.  &  A.  M. 
of  which  he  was  a  Past  Master. 

Senator  Wood  was  a  devoted  husband,  a  generous  and  kind  father; 
a  true  friend  to  all,  generous  and  honest  in  his  dealings.  He  was  a  valu- 
able asset  to  Montana  by  reason  of  his  keen  interest  in  public  affairs  and 
devotion  to  public  duty. 
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NOW  THEREFORE,  We,  the  members  of  the  Montana  Senate,  extend 
to  the  bereaved  family  our  deep  and  sincere  sympathy,  coupled  with  the 
hope  and  prayer  that  their  grief  will  be  lessened  by  the  memory  of  his  love 
and  affection  and  the  knowledge  that  he  has  gone  to  the  Great  Master 
for  his  final  rest.

JOINT  RESOLUTION  UPON  THE  DEATH  OF  FRANK  H.  COONEY, 
LATE  GOVERNOR  OF  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA 

Frank  H.  Cooney,  late  Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana,  was  born 
in  Norwood,  Ontario,  Canada,  on  December  31,  1872,  and  died  at  Great 
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Falls,  Montana,  on  December  15,  1935.  He  received  his  education  in  the 
public  schools  of  Ontario  and  came  to  Montana,  selecting  Butte  as  his 
residence  in  July  1891,  and  continually  resided  in  Montana  thereafter.  He 
sought  his  occupation  in  the  grocery  business,  which  occupation  he  fol- 
lowed up  until  he  became  Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana.  Governor 
Cooney  was  married  on  December  27,  1889,  and  was  the  father  of  six  chil- 
dren. In  religion  Governor  Cooney  was  Roman  Catholic,  and  in  politics^ 
a  tried  and  true  Democrat.  His  interest  in  Montana  has  developed  over 
forty  years  of  residence,  which  was  shown  by  his  actions  as  Governor  in 
behalf  of  the  people  and  the  farmers  in  the  State  of  Montana.  He  was 
unselfish  as  Governor  and  personal  ambitions  were  least  in  his  thoughts 
in  considering  legislation  and  in  his  private  actions.  He  was  Lieutenant 
Governor  from  January  4,  1933,  to  March  13,  1933,  and  from  March  13, 
1933,  to  the  time  of  his  death,  December  15,  1935,  he  was  Governor  of  the 
State  of  Montana.  On  December  15,  1935,  Governor  Cooney  was  called  to 
the  Great  Beyond  and  left  a  memory  of  his  action  as  a  public  servant  in 
the  minds  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Montana.  Of  him  it  was  truly 
said,  "Those  who  knew  him  best,  loved  him  most."  He  was  loyal  to  his 
friends.  What  is  more  worthy?  He  was  a  fighter  for  all  he  believed  in. 
What  more  can  a  good  warrior  do?  He  was  a  devoted  husband  and  father; 
is  there  anything  finer  in  America?  He  was  a  gentleman,  a  loyal  patriotic 
son,  a  chief  executive  that  Montana  may  be  proud  to  honor  and  revere  in 
the  years  to  come; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of 
Montana  and  the  House  of  Representatives  jointly  that  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana has  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  passing  of  Frank  H.  Cooney:

A  RESOLUTION  MEMORIALIZING  THE  CONGRESS  OF  THE  UNITED

FOR  THE  IMMEDIATE  RESUMPTION  OF  WORK  PROJECTS  UN- 
DER THE  WORKS  PROGRESS  ADMINISTRATION  IN  ORDER  TO 
PROVIDE  LABOR  FOR  THE  NEEDY  IN  DROUGHT  STRICKEN 
AREAS. 

WHEREAS,  the  severe  drought  of  1936  occasioned  the  formation  of 
the  Great  Plains  Drought  Committee  reporting  directly  to  President  Roose- 
velt, and  by  whose  recommendation  drought  relief  was  furnished  in  part 
by  the  Works  Progress  Administration  through  a  program  of  drilling  wells, 
constructing  reservoirs  and  other  projects,  which  afforded  employment  to 
the  residents  of  the  drought  area  of  Montana,  which  program  had  the 
wholehearted  support  of  all  the  people  of  the  State  of  Montana,  and  further 
was  assisting  materially  in  the  rehabilitation  of  the  drought  area;  and  that 

WHEREAS,  during  the  month  of  December,  1936,  the  Works  Progress 
Administration  quotas  were  drastically  cut  resulting  in  the  closing  down 
of  worthwhile  projects  necessary  to  the  rehabilitation  of  the  State,  in 
which  its  citizens  not  only  had  manifested  great  interest  through  sponsor- 
ship, but  had  also  provided  funds  to  assist  in  their  construction  to  the  limit 
of  their  ability  to  furnish  such  contributions,  and  further  resulting  in  the 
unemployment  of  the  persons  removed  from  the  Works  Progress  Admin- 
istration rolls;  and  that 

WHEREAS,  the  Government  had  apparently  arranged  for  the  absorp- 
tion of  rural  cases  by  the  Resettlement  Administration,  the  machinery  has 
not  functioned  as  anticipated,  resulting  in  severe  hardship  to  many  indi- 
viduals and  throwing  the  burden  on  the  State,  counties  and  cities  of  the 
State  to  feed  and  clothe  these  able  bodied  men  and  women  who  are  willing 
and  anxious  to  work,  but  have  been  denied  the  privilege  of  even  partici- 
pating in  usful  work  through  the  Works  Progress  Administration  pro- 
gram, and  that 
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WHEREAS,  largely  because  of  the  recommendations  made  by  the 
Great  Plains  Drought  Committee,  the  counties  and  local  relief  agencies 
now  find  themselves  entirely  unprepared  and  unable  to  provide  adequate 
relief  to  the  needy  who  were  deprived  of  employment  by  the  suspension  of 
the  Works  Progress  Administration  activities; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Senate  of  the  State 
of  Montana,  that  we  hereby  petition  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
for  the  appropriation  of  sufficient  funds  to  assure  the  immediate  resump- 
tion and  continued  functioning  of  the  Works  Progress  Administration  relief 
program  in  the  drought  stricken  areas  until  such  time  as  the  residents  can- 
secure  other  sources  of  employment  or  other  means  of  subsistence.

HOWEVER,  it  has  been  proven  conclusively  that  in  the  County  of 
Broadwater  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Great  Falls  District,  a  certain 
employee,  or  employees,  of  the  Works  Progress  Administration,  has  in 
wanton  disregard  of  the  welfare  of  the  people  of  that  County  and  in 
violation  of  the  faithful  trust  imposed  in  them,  wilfully  and  deliberately 
and  apparently  in  conjunction  with  other  persons  in  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Great  Falls  District,  forged  various  work  order  sheets  and  deliberately 
carried  the  names  of  persons  upon  the  pay  roll  who  at  the  time  were  en- 
gaged in  other  lawful  work;  without  their  knowledge  permitted  Federal 
checks  to  be  drawn  in  favor  of  those  persons  and  allowed  said  checks  to 
be  forged  and  the  proceeds  turned  to  others  than  to  the  persons  whose 
names  w^ere  on  the  pay  roll.  That  a  further  injury  was  consummated  by 
these  unlawful  acts  in  that  worthy  people  desirous  of  work  were  prevented 
from  obtaining  the  same,  owing  to  the  fact  that  their  names  were  being 
carried  on  the  pay  roll  without  their  knowledge  and  the  funds  being  di- 
verted; and 

WHEREAS,  upon  obtaining  knowledge  of  this  condition,  public  offi- 
cials and  others  of  Broadwater  County,  irrespective  of  political  affiliations, 
endeavored  to  have  a  complete  investigation  made  of  the  deplorable  af- 
fairs which  may  be  rampant  in  the  various  counties  embraced  within  the 
Great  Falls  District,  and  may  involve  defalcation  of  thousands  of  dollars; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  Hon.  Joseph  E.  Parker  has  co-operated  fully  in  this 
investigation,  and  the  Supervisor  of  the  Spokane  Office  of  the  Secret 
Service,  Mr.  A,  N.  Bechtel,  commenced  a  vigorous  investigation  which 
resulted  in  the  arraignment  of  one  of  the  offenders  and  intended  to  investi- 
gate the  entire  matter  in  detail,  but  apparently  was  ordered  to  terminate 
further  investigation,  and  certain  Federal  and  State  Officials,  including 
the  State  Administrator  and  the  newly  appointed  District  Administrator 
of  the  Great  Falls  District,  are  endeavoring  to  bring  prosecution  to  an 
issue; 

NEVERTHELESS,  it  appears  that  a  certain  one  of  the  offenders  has 
stated  that  he  will  not  be  brought  to  trial  and  flaunts  the  efforts  of  of- 
ficials; and 

FURTHERMORE,  unless  immediate  action  is  taken  by  the  proper  of- 
ficials that  the  Statute  of  Limitations  will  be  invoked;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  matter  is  of  vital  importance  to  all  people,  the  State 
of  Montana,  and  especially  those  within  the  Great  Falls  District,  as  the 
alleged  defalcations  may  have  worked  a  hardship  upon  people  within  each 
of  the  counties  of  the  District;  now 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  Senate  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  of  the  Twenty-fifth  Legislative  Assembly  urgently  requests  that 
an  immediate  audit  and  investigation  be  made  of  the  WPA  operations  of 
the  Great  Falls  District,  and  that  the  proper  officers  continue  an  inves- 
tigation of  the  alleged  criminal  violations  and  betrayal  of  trust,  and  that 
a  copy  of  this  Resolution  be  mailed  to  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United 
States;  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States;  to  the  Hon.  Harry  L.  Hop- 
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kins,  WPA  Administrator;  to  the  Hon.  James  H.  Baldwin;  and  Hon.  C.  N. 
Pray,  Federal  Judges  of  the  District  of  Montana;  to  the  Hon.  John  B. 
Tansil,  United  States  District  Attorney  for  the  State  of  Montana;  and 
to  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  Montana,  Harrison  J.  Freebourn.

Gentlemen:  One  of  the  most  important  programs  in  the  State  is  that 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Highway  Commission.  In  his  message  to 
the  Legislature,  the  Honorable  Roy  E.  Ayers,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  in  our  opinion,  quite  properly  called  for  economy  in  the  state 
government  and  a  decrease  in  expenditures  by  the  state  departments 
rather  than  any  increase.  Every  fair-minded  person  must  be  in  accord 
with  the  governor's  expression,  and  it  is  our  desire  to  cooperate  with  him 
in  every  possible  way. 

We  find,  in  the  brief  time  that  we  have  been  conducting  the  affairs 
of  the  board  that  in  our  opinion  this  department  is  over-manned;  some 
receive  compensation  out  of  proportion  to  what  is  appropriate  and,  on  the 
other  hand,  others  are  underpaid. 

The  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  Montana,  for  all  services,  receives 
a  salary  of  $4,500.00  per  annum. 

The  Secretary  of  State  receives  a  salary  of  $4,200.00  per  annum. 

The  Auditor  receives  a  salary  of  $3,600.00  per  annum. 

You,  as  members  of  the  Legislature,  receive  a  per  diem  that  is  scarcely 
sufficient  to  pay  your  expenses  and  the  losses  you  incur  in  being  away  from 
your  places  of  business.  In  the  light  of  that,  it  seems  to  us  that  a  salary 
of  1500.00  a  month  for  the  Chief  Engineer,  $400.00  a  month  for  his  assist- 
ant, $400.00  a  month  for  a  secretary,  and  $325.00  a  month  for  director 
of  Planning  Survey  are  out  of  line  with  the  compensation  received  by  elec- 
tive officers  and  in  excess  of  what  is  appropriate. 

By  action  today,  we  have  started  the  elimination  of  unnecessary  expen- 
ditures. It  is  our  intention  to  proceed  further  to  the  end  that  this  depart- 
ment be  conducted  with  the  maximum  of  efficiency  and  a  minimum  of 
expenditure.  We  invite  the  cooperation  of  your  honorable  body,  and  the 
appointment  of  such  joint  committees  as  you  might  deem  proper  to  make 
inquiry  into  the  extensive  overhead  of  this  department,  or  any  other  mat- 
ters that  you  deem  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

We  are  prompted  to  direct  this  communication  to  you  by  reason  of 
the  fact  that  the  status  of  the  Highway  Commission  is  a  matter  now  under 
consideration  by  the  Supreme  Court,  and  irrespective  of  the  outcome  of 
this  matter  and  what  Commission  shall  now,  or  hereafter,  handle  the 
I  affairs  of  the  Highway  Commission,  we  believe  and  deem  it  advisable  that 
I  you,  the  representatives  of  the  people  from  their  respective  counties,  should 
;  fully  acquaint  yourselves  with  the  broad  program  of  the  Highway  Com- 
mission and  offer  such  suggestions  as  you  deem  appropriate,  with  a  view 
to  effecting  economy  and  betterments  in  this  department.

WHEREAS,  with  the  present  revenue  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  County 
Koad  Fund  (including  Motor  Vehicle  License  Fees),  Musselshell  County  is 
unable  to  furnish  the  necessary  sponsor's  share  of  W.  P.  A.  projects  in 
order  to  relieve  the  unemployment  situation  that  exists  in  the  cities  and 
towns  and  rural  districts  of  Musselshell  County.

Such  producers  through  their  regular  constituted  agents  shall  file  with 
the  Montana  Trade  Commission  such  fair  price  and  request  a  hearing  for 
the  establishment  of  fair  prices  to  jobbers,  wholesalers,  retailers  and  con- 
sumers of  said  agricultural  products  or  commodities.  Any  organization 
representing  consumers  shall  not  be  denied  representation  at  such  a  meeting. 

After  the  establishment  of  such  a  schedule  of  fair  prices  for  said  agri- 
cultural products  or  commodities,  it  shall  be  a  violation  of  this  Act  for  any 
producer,  jobber,  wholesaler  or  retailer  to  sell  or  buy  any  agricultural  com- 
modity or  product  below  such  price  as  established  by  the  Montana  Trade 
Commission  and  such  action  shall  be  deemed  a  violation  of  this  Act  and 
punishable  under  the  terms  provided  in  this  Act."

Further  that  a  new  Section  known  as  Section  4  shall  be  inserted  and 
read  as  follows:    It  is  hereby  provided  that  any  County  Old  Age  Pension 
Commission  which  has  paid  old  age  assistance  grants  by  warrants  drawn 
Ei    on  the  county  poor  fund  and  which  warrants  were  registered  for  want  of 
[ii    funds  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  State  Old  Age  Pension  Commission  in  an 
y    amount  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  warrants  registered,  which  were  drawn 
i    exclusively  for  the  payment  of  approved  old  age  pension  grantees  and  the 
i    State  Old  Age  Pension  Commission  is  hereby  empowered  and  ordered  to 
make  such  payment,  but  no  payment  shall  be  made  by  the  State  Old  Age 
I    Pension  Commission  for  any  accrued  interest  on  such  warrants  but  shall 
make  payment  only  in  the  amount  as  set  forth  in  the  warrants.

That  Section  5  of  the  original  Bill  be  stricken  out  and  that  a  new 
Section,  known  as  Section  7  to  read  as  follows,  be  inserted:  The  provisions 
of  Sections  335.25,  335.26  and  335.27  of  Chapter  33  of  the  Political  Code 
of  Montana,  1935,  and  Section  4756,  Chapter  362  of  the  Political  Code  of 
Montana,  1935,  and  all  other  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  inoperative  as 
against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  during  the  time  this  Act  shall  be 
in  force  and  effect.

SENATE  BILL  NO.  40 
INTRODUCED  BY  ANDERSON 

A  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled:  "An  Act  to  submit  to  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  State  of  Montana  an  Amendment  to  Sections  6,  7,  8,  9,  10  and  11  of 
Article  XXI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  relating  to  the 
investment  and  administration  of  the  Public  School  Permanent  Fund,  the 
other  permanent  funds  originating  in  land  grants  from  the  United  States 
for  the  support  of  higher  institutions  of  learning,  and  of  other  funds  as 
separate  and  integral  funds  of  the  Montana  Trust  and  Legacy  Fund". 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Section  1.  That  Sections  6,  7,  8,  9,  10  and  11  of  Article  XXI  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  State  of  Montana  be  amended  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
that  the  question  of  such  amendment  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  State  of  Montana  at  the  next  general  election. 

Section  2.  That  Sections  6,  7,  8,  9,  10  and  11  of  Article  XXI  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  6.  (of  Article  XXI)  The  Public  School  Permanent  Fund,  the 
other  permanent  funds  originating  in  land  grants  from  the  United  States 
for  the  support  of  higher  institutions  of  learning,  and  for  other  state  insti- 
tutions, subject  to  investment,  shall  be  invested  as  parts  of  the  Montana 
Trust  and  Legacy  Fund;  so  also  all  other  funds  in  the  custody  of  any  officer 
or  officers  of  the  State,  subject  to  investment,  that  the  Legislative  Assembly 
;  may  prescribe.  The  separate  existence  and  identity  of  each  and'  every 
fund  invested  and  administered  as  a  part  of  the  Montana  Trust  and  Legacy 
Fund  shall  be  strictly  maintained. 

!  All  investments  belonging  to  the  Public  School  Permanent  Fund,  ex- 
cept investments  in  state  farm  mortgage  loans,  and  all  investments  belong- 
ing to  the  said  land  grant  funds,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Montana  Trust 
and  Legacy  Fund  at  the  full  amounts  of  the  unpaid  balances  of  such  invest- 
ments. 

I  Section  7.  (of  Article  XXI)  The  State  shall  accept  for  investment 
and  administration  as  parts  of  the  Montana  Trust  and  Legacy  Fund,  sink- 

I  ing  funds,  permanent  funds,  cumulative  funds  and  trust  funds  belonging 

;  to  or  in  the  custody  of  any  of  the  political  subdivisions  of  the  State  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  governing  board  of  such  political  sub-division, 

I  subject,  however,  to  such  limitations  as  the  Legislative  Assembly  may  pre- 
scribe. The  Legislative  Assembly  may  provide  for  the  investment  and  ad- 
ministration as  a  part  of  the  Montana  Trust  and  Legacy  Fund  of  any  other 

,  fund  subject  to  its  power. 

'         Section  8.     (of  Article  XXI)     The  Montana  Trust  and  Legacy  Fund 
j  shall  be  safely  and  conservatively  invested  in  public  securities  within  the 
;  state,  as  far  as  possible,  including  school  district,  county  and  municipal 
bonds,  and  bonds  of  the  State  of  Montana;  but  it  may  also  be  partly  invested 
I  in  bonds  of  the  United  States,  bonds  fully  guaranteed  by  the  United  States 
i  as  to  principal  and  interest,  and  Federal  Land  Bank  bonds.    All  invest- 
;  ments  shall  be  limited  to  safe  loan  investments  bearing  a  fixed  rate  of 
;  interest.    In  making  long  term  investments  preference  shall  be  given  to 
securities  payable  on  the  amortization  plan  or  serially.    The  Legislative 
Assembly  may  provide  additional  regulations  and  limitations  for  all  invest- 
i  ments  from  the  Montana  Trust  and  Legacy  Fund. 
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All  existing  constitutional  guarantees  against  loss  or  diversion  apply- 
ing to  the  public  school  fund,  to  the  funds  of  the  State  University  and  to  the 
funds  of  all  other  state  institutions  of  learning,  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect. 

Section  9.  (of  Article  XXI)  On  the  last  day  of  March,  of  June,  of 
September  and  of  December  of  each  year,  the  State  Treasurer  shall  appor- 
tion all  interest  collected  for  the  Montana  Trust  and  Legacy  Fund  during 
the  three  month  period  then  terminating  to  all  the  separate  and  integral 
funds  which  constitute  such  fund  on  the  day  of  such  apportionment  and 
which  constituted  parts  of  the  fund  on  the  first  day  of  the  three  month 
period  then  terminating.  The  bases  of  apportionment  shall  be  the  aver- 
age amount  of  each  fund  between  the  first  day  and  the  last  day  of  the 
three  month  period. 

Section  10.  (of  Article  XXI)  The  State  Treasurer  shall  keep  all  de- 
posits of  money  belonging  to  the  Montana  Trust  and  Legacy  Fund  separate 
and  distinct  from  other  deposits  of  money  in  his  keeping. 

Section  11.  (of  Article  XXI)  All  money  in  any  of  the  separate  and 
integral  funds  constituting  the  Montana  Trust  and  Legacy  Fund  and  the 
interest  apportioned  therefrom,  shall  be  subject  to  payment  to  the  person, 
institution  or  other  entity  entitled  thereto,  without  appropriation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly,  upon  proper  authorization  as  provided  by  law." 

Section  3.  That  separate  official  ballots  shall  be  provided  at  the 
general  election  to  be  held  in  November,  1938,  which  shall  have  printed 
thereon  under  the  heading  "Proposed  Amendment  to  Sections  6,  7,  8,  9,  10 
and  11  of  Article. XXI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana"  all  of 
the  said  Sections  6,  7,  8,  9,  10  and  11  as  amended  by  this  act.  There  shall 
also  be  printed  on  the  official  ballots  following  the  said  sections  the 
following: 


The  elector  shall  indicate  his  preference  by  marking  X  before  the  propo- 
sition for  which  he  desires  to  vote. 

Section  4.  That  the  votes  cast  for  and  against  this  proposed  amend- 
ment shall  be  canvassed,  determined  and  declared  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  5.  That  all  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  6.  That  this  Act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Governor.

Motor  vehicles  are  hereby  declared  to  be  assessable  for  taxation  as 
of  and  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year  irrespective  of  the  time 
fixed  by  law  for  the  assessment  of  other  classes  of  personal  property, 
and  irrespective  of  whether  or  not  the  levy  and  tax  may  be  a  lien  upon 
real  property  within  the  State  of  Montana,  provided  that  in  no  event  shall 
any  motor  vehicle  be  the  subject  of  assessment,  levy  and  taxation  more 
than  once  in  each  year,  viz.,  the  first  day  in  January  in  each  year,  which 
shall  be  the  time  of  assessment  for  tax  purposes  of  motor  vehicles  in 
stock,  in  dealers'  possession  or  in  dead  storage,  as  well  as  in  use,  subse- 
quent registrations,  if  any,  of  the  same  vehicle  in  the  same  year  not  being 
subject  to  payment  of  taxes.

We,  your  Committee,  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  com- 
posed of  Senators  Simmons,  Hollenback,  Meyer,  Anderson,  and  Sullivan' 
of  Chouteau,  met  and  organized  immediately  after  the  adoption  of  said 
Resolution  and  elected  Senator  Simmons  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee.

On  the  date  your  Committee  met  and  organized  request  was  made 
by  said  Committee,  pursuant  to  said  Resolution,  of  the  Attorney  General 
of  the  State  of  Montana,  for  an  Assistant  Attorney  General  of  the  State 
of  Montana  to  attend  the  hearings  of  the  Committee  and  render  such  as- 
sistance as  might  be  proper  in  conducting  the  investigation,  and  the  At- 
torney General  assigned  Mr.  E.  K.  Matson,  Assistant  Attorney  General, 
to  the  Committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  Committee  wishes  to  thank 
Mr.  Matson  for  his  assistance. 
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Because  of  your  Committee  having:  to  work  far  into  the  night  upon 
several  occasions  in  taking  testimony  of  v^itnesses,  it  wan  not  possible 
for  the  reporter  selected  by  the  Committee  on  January  19th  1937  to  keep 
up  with  the  transcribing  of  the  testimony.  Thereupon  on  February  8th 
1937,  your  Committee  employed  an  additional  special  reporter  to  take  and 
transcribe  testimony  of  witnesses  appearing  before  the  Committee. 

Because  of  the  limited  time  assigned  to  the  Committee  to  make  this 
investigation  it  has  not  been  possible  for  your  Committee  to  go  into  all 
phases  of  the  administration  of  the  Highway  Commission,  its  affairs,  busi- 
ness, contracts,  finances,  operations  and  maintenance,  but  the  Committee 
did  as  much  investigation  into  such  matters  as  was  possible  in  the  time 
allotted  your  said  Committee  by  and  under  said  Resolution;  that  your 
Committee  had  taken  and  transcribed  over  five  hundred  pages  of  testimony, 
and  gave  due  and  careful  consideration  to  all  the  evidence  submitted, 
oral  and  documentary. 

After  full  consideration  by  your  Committee  of  all  the  evidence  sub- 
mitted, your  Committee  finds  and  concludes  as  follows: 

Administrative  Expense 

Your  Committee  has  investigated  charges  that  the  Highway  Com- 
mission is  over-manned  in  some  departments  and  that  its  affairs  have 
been  conducted  extravagantly. 

The  testimony  does  not  justify  such  charges  and  while  your  Committee 
does  not  intend  to  say  that  some  departments  may  not  be  over-manned 
during  certain  periods  of  the  year,  we  do  find  that,  on  the  whole,  the 
Highway  Department  has  been  conducted  economically.  The  administra- 
tive expense  during  the  last  fiscal  year  has  been  the  lowest  of  any  year 
since  the  present  Highway  Department  has  been  established  in  1925. 

Engineers'  Estimates 

Your  Committee  has  received  testimony  and  evidence  on  the  matter 
of  engineers'  estimates  and  the  availability  of  this  information  to  con- 
tractors before  bidding. 

This  information  is  supposed  to  be  confidential  but  in  preparation  of 
the  estimates,  they  go  through  so  many  hands,  leaks  can  occur. 

We  find  that  most  of  the  states  in  the  Union  publish  their  estimates 
at  the  time  of  calling  for  bids  and  that  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  makes 
public  the  amount  of  money  available  on  each  contract.  The  e^ddence 
further  shows  that  contractors  do  not  give  much  consideration  to  estimates 
in  preparation  of  their  bids,  and  if  they  so  desire  can  get  the  same 
information  from  the  public  records  of  the  Highway  Commission. 

Because  of  these  facts  and  in  order  to  eliminate  opportunity  for  crit- 
icism, we  recommend  that  the  Highway  Department  in  the  future  make 
public  its  engineers'  estimates  of  each  job  at  the  time  of  calling  for  bids. 

Per  Diem  of  Commission 

The  Committee  finds  from  the  testimony  and  evidence  that  since  the 
present  Highway  law  became  effective  in  1925,  it  has  been  the  practice 
of  all  members  of  the  Highway  Commission,  in  varying  degrees,  to  charge 
a  per  diem  of  $10.00  and  expenses  for  services  rendered  the  state  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties  at  times  when  they  were  not  in  attendance 
at  regularly  called  meetings  of  the  Commission  at  Helena,  which  practice 
has  been  recognized  by  past  Legislatures  and  the  State  Board  of  Exam- 
iners. 

This  custom  has  resulted  in  criticism  being  directed  against  members 
of  the  Highway  Commission  for  making  such  charges.    On  account  of  the 
great  responsibility  put  on  the  shoulders  of  a  member  of  the  Highway 
[Commission,  through  the  enlarged  road  program  and  settmg  up  of  the 
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state  Highway  Patrol,  we  do  not  find  that  the  per  diem  charges  are  neces- 
sarily excessive,  but  in  order  to  do  away  with  such  criticism  in  the  future, 
we  recommend  that  Section  1783  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of 
1935  be  amended  so  that  the  per  diem  of  a  member  of  the  Highway  Com- 
mission be  limited  to  a  maximum  of  $600.00  per  year,  plus  his  traveling 
expenses  and  sustenance  while  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his 
office.  We  also  recommend  that  said  section  be  amended  so  as  to  provide 
that  future  appointments  of  members  to  the  Highway  Commission  be 
made  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate.  The  members 
of  your  Committee  have  already  introduced  Senate  Bill  No.  175  to  bring 
about  the  recommended  changes. 

Public  Contractors'  License  Law  ' 

We  have  in  our  statutes.  Section  2433.6,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana 
of  1935,  relating  to  public  contractors'  license.  This  requires  that  a  period 
of  thirty  days  shall  expire  between  the  date  of  application  for  license 
and  issuance  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization.  Our  attention  has  been 
directed  to  the  fact  that  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  makes  objection  to 
the  thirty  day  period  on  the  ground  that  in  some  instances  it  operates 
to  prevent  contractors  bidding  on  contracts. 

Under  the  law  notices  of  contracts  to  be  let  require  advertising  for 
two  weeks.  This  does  not  give  sufficient  notice  to  contractors  not  licensed, 
and  tends  to  prevent  open  and  free  competition  among  bidders  on  highway 
contracts.  By  special  arrangement  with  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads,  this 
situation  has  been  countenanced  during  the  past  two  years  with  the  under- 
standing had  with  the  Highway  Commission  that  this  defect  would  b 
remedied  at  this  session  of  the  Legislature. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  amendment  of  Section  2433.6,  Revised 
Codes  of  Montana  of  1935,  by  shortening  the  period  from  thirty  days  to 
ten  days  between  application  for  and  issuance  of  license  to  a  contractor. 
The  members  of  your  Committee  have  introduced  Senate  Bill  No.  174  to 
bring  about  the  above  recommended  change. 

Pre-Qualification  of  Bidders — Contractors 

The  evidence  shows  that  while  all  prospective  bidders  on  highway 
contracts  were  required  to  file  pre-qualification  statements  with  the  High- 
way Engineer,  no  uniform  method  w^as  used  to  determine  a  contractor's 
ability  to  complete  a  contract.  The  extent  of  his  qualification  has  been 
largely  determined  by  the  judgment  of  the  Highway  Engineer  and  a  con- 
tractor might  be  refused  an  opportunity  to  bid  based  on  such  judgment. 
This  method  might  be  used  to  unduly  restrict  bidding  on  contracts  to 
the  detriment  of  the  best  interests  of  the  State.  It  is  the  opinion  of 
your  Committee  that,  prior  to  each  State  Highway  letting,  those  contrac- 
tors intending  to  bid  at  such  letting  should  file  with  the  Commission  a 
supplemental  certified  statement  that  truthfully  sets  forth  any  change 
of  their  conditions  that  may  have  occurred  within  their  organization  that 
may  affect  their  ability  to  qualify,  either  for  more  or  less  work  than  pre- 
viously. It  should  then  become  the  duty  of  the  Highway  Commission  to 
re-determine  such  contractors'  pre-qualification  ratings  on  the  same  uni- 
form basis  used  in  original  qualifying  of  contractors. 

This  Committee  recommends  that  the  Highway  Commission  be  re- 
quired to  adopt  a  uniform  system  of  determining  such  pre-qualification 
based  on  accurate,  written  information,  all  factors  entering  into  such 
qualification  being  properly  considered  by  a  definite  formula,  to  the 
end  that  all  contractors  shall  receive  fair  treatment  and  so  the  Highway 
Department  may  not  be  subjected  to  criticism. 

Inferior  Materials  Used 
Your  Committee  has  evidence  to  show  that  in  some  instances  inferior 
m.aterials  were  used  by  contractors  in  construction  work,  and  the  testimony 
of  the  recent  Highway  Engineer  to  the  effect  that  he  had  no  knowledge 
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of  such  facts  until  notified  by  citizens  living  nearby.  These  facts  prove 
that  the  engineering  staff  of  the  Highway  Commission  was  lax  in  the 
performance  of  its  duty. 

Expenditures  Ordered  Discontinued 

We  find  that  the  State  Highway  Commission  was  notified  by  the 
State  Board  of  Examiners  to  the  effect  that  certain  of  the  expenditures 
which  the  Commission  was  then  incurring  were  not  permissible  under  the 
law  and  were  ordered  to  discontinue  incurring  such  expenditures. 

Thereafter  the  State  Examiner,  at  the  request  of  the  Governor,  made 
an  investigation  and  found  that  the  practice  was  being  continued,  although 
the  State  Board  of  Examiners  had  ordered  the  Commission  to  discontinue 
such  practice. 

Liability  Insurance 

Some  question  exists  under  the  present  law  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  State  Board  of  Examiners  has  authority  to  contract  and  pay  for 
liability  and  property  damage  insurance  on  mobile  equipment  of  the 
state.  The  Highway  Department  operates  over  six  hundred  pieces  of 
such  equipment  and,  under  some  circumstances,  the  individual  members 
of  the  Board  will  be  personally  responsible  in  case  of  accident. 

House  Bill  No.  229  has  been  introduced  to  correct  this  situation  and 
this  Committee  recommends  its  favorable  consideration  at  the  present 
time. 

Allocation  of  Funds  to  Financial  Districts 

Many  complaints  have  been  received  by  the  Committee  relative  to 
failure  of  the  Highway  Commission  to  properly  allocate  the  Highway 
funds  in  accordance  with  the  percentages  prescribed  by  the  present  law. 

Our  investigation  shows  that  it  is  a  physical  impossibility  to  main- 
tain the  several  districts  in  exact  balance,  due  to  Governmental  regulations 
relative  to  programming  funds  before  actual  estimates  are  made. 

Also  emergencies  frequently  arise  which  require  replacement  of 
bridges  and  roads  which  cannot  be  anticipated.  Again,  since  the  present 
law  was  passed  there  have  been  additions  to  the  so-called  Seven  Per  Cent 
System  of  Highways,  all  of  which  tend  to  make  the  present  law  unwork- 
able and  obsolete. 

Therefore  your  Committee  has  caused  to  be  introduced  Senate  Bill 
No.  96  designed  to  correct  this  situation  and  we  recommend  it  be  given 
favorable  consideration  by  the  members  of  this  session  of  the  Legislature. 

General  Findings  and  Conclusions 

Over  a  period  of  more  than  three  weeks,  this  Committee  has  made 
an  exhaustive  examination  of  the  affairs  and  operations  of  the  Highway 
Department  of  the  State  of  Montana.  During  this  time  we  have  examined 
twenty-five  witnesses  on  matters  pertaining  to  almost  every  phase  of 
the  activities  of  the  Highway  Commission  and  we  find  no  evidence  of  graft 
I  or  corruption  against  the  State  Purchasing  Agent,  the  members  of  the 
Highway  Commission  or  any  of  its  employees,  and  no  evidence  to  substan- 
!    tiate  any  of  the  charges  made  against  any  member  of  the  Commission. 

I  Our  investigation  has  shown  that  the  Federal  Government  operating 

through  the  Bureau  of  Public  Eoads,  because  of  its  great  financial  interest 
in  all  expenditures,  maintains  a  strict  supervision  and  check  over  all 
activities  of  the  Highway  Department.  Every  step  in  the  letting  of  a 
contract,  from  its  initiation  to  the  payment  of  the  final  estimate,  is 

1  checked  and  approved  in  writing  by  the  Federal  Government.  In  every 
instance,  standard  forms  of  contracts  are  used;  the  specifications  and  esti- 
mates receive  the  written  approval  of  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  before 
bids  are  called  for;  representatives  of  the  Bureau  are  prsent  at  every 
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contract  letting-  and  their  prior  concurrence  must  be  received  in  writing 
before  any  contract  is  awarded.  After  the  contract  is  awarded  the  gov- 
ernment inspects  the  performance  of  each  contract  at  frequent  intervals 
and  no  changes  in  the  contract  relating  to  quantities  and  quality  of 
materials  or  unit  prices  can  be  made  by  the  Highway  Department  without 
first  obtaining  the  written  approval  of  the  government.  In  short,  the 
State  Highway  Department  is  nothing  more  than  an  agency  of  the  Federal 
Government. 

Our  investigation  of  the  Highway  Department  has  not  disclosed  any 
facts  which  indicate  any  irregularities  in  the  conduct  of  its  affairs  by 
the  members  of  the  Highway  Commission  or  its  employees.  This  de- 
partment is  the  largest  spending  agency  in  the  state,  it  having  spent 
nearly  a  million  dollars  a  month  during  the  last  year  and  a  half.  It  is 
not  humanly  possible  to  conduct  such  a  department,  employing  hundreds 
of  people,  without  some  criticism  or  rumor  of  irregularity. 

We  have  called  attention  in  this  report  to  matters  which  we  believe 
will  facilitate  the  operations  of  the  Department  and  largely  do  away  with 
the  most  prevalent  causes  of  criticism. 

In  closing,  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  say  that  the  evidence  shows  that 
the  Montana  Highway  Department  and  its  personnel  enjoy  an  enviable 
record  of  economy  and  achievement  in  comparison  with  other  states  in 
the  Union.

Provided,  however,  that  in  counties  having  a 
population  in  excess  of  40,000  the  district  judge  having  jurisdiction  of

It  is  incumbent  upon  every 
owner  of  property  to  know  what  he  owns,  to  know  the  description  of  his 
property,  to  see  that  his  property  is  listed  and  duly  assessed  for  taxation 
and  properly  described  on  the  assessment  rolls  and  lists,  to  know  when 
taxes  are  payable  and  become  delinquent  if  not  paid,  to  ascertain  for 
himself  when  property  on  which  taxes  have  not  been  paid  is  to  be  sold, 
the  amount  of  taxes,  and  of  penalties,  and  of  interest,  if  any,  chargeable 
thereto  that  may  be  at  any  time  due,  and  when  the  time  for  redemption 
from  sales  for  delinquent  taxes  expires.    The  provisions  of  the  code  re- 
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specting:  the  levy  of  taxes,  assessments,  assessment  lists,  sales  of  property 
for  delinquent  taxes,  application  for  deeds,  issuance  of  deeds  for  property 
sold  for  delinquent  taxes,  and  all  matters  connected  therewith  are  to  be 
deemed  directory,  except  only  insofar  as  positively  necessary  to  comply 
with  the  constitutional  requirement  of  due  process  of  law  in  the  matters 
of  levy  of  taxes,  assessment  of  property  and  equalization;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  sale  shall  be  had  if  the  tax  and  penalty  and  interest,  if  any, 
shall  have  been  prepaid  by  anyone.  In  any  notice  of  intention  to  apply 
for  a  tax  deed,  the  only  thing  to  be  deemed  material  and  that  need  be 
stated  is  the  date  on  which  application  for  a  tax  deed  shall  be  made.  The 
provisions  hereof  shall  apply  to  past  as  well  as  to  future  proceedings  and 
sales."

Your  Memorialists  of  the  Senate  of  the  Twenty-fifth  Legislative  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  Montana,  respectfully  represent: 

WHEREAS  the  Yellowstone  River  in  Montana  is  subject  to  floods 
causing  loss  of  property  detrimental  to  the  well-being  of  the  people  of 
said  valley;  and 

WHEREAS  there  may  be  constructed  a  feasible  and  practical  project 
on  the  Yellowstone  river  in  aid  of  reclamation  and  flood  control,  which 
will  reclaim  irrigable  land,  thus  rehabilitating  a  large  number  of  people, 
residents  of  Park,  Sweet  Grass,  Stillwater,  Yellowstone,  Treasure,  Rose- 
bud, Custer,  Prairie,  Dawson  and  Richland  Counties;  and  make  available 
for  settlement  approximately  four  hundred  thousand  acres  of  land,  thus 
providing  for  the  creation  of  prosperous  homes  for  thousands  of  fam- 
ilies; and 

WHEREAS  the  Yellowstone  River  Project  has  been  under  considera-

Senator  Larson,  rising  to  a  point  of  order,  stated  that  a  pair  had 
been  executed  by  Senators  Meyer  and  Tierney  and  that  same  had  been 
filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  by  which  pair  the  two  Senators 
had  agreed  to  be  paired  on  all  votes  on  Substitute  for  Senate  Bill  No.  182. 

Senator  Larson  further  stated  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Senator 
Meyer  was  present  on  the  roll  call  vote  and  had  voted  aye  upon  Substitute 
for  Senate  Bill  No.  182  that  same  was  in  violation  of  his  pair  agreement 
and  that  by  reason  of  this  fact  the  Senate  should  have  a  new  roll  call 
vote  upon  the  bill. 

The  President  stated  that  when  a  Senator  who  had  executed  a  pair

canceled. 

The  President  further  stated  that  in  the  National  Congress  pairs  and 
pairing  were  not  recognized  by  rule  but  only  by  tolerance  and  ruled  that 
the  performance  and  carrying  out  of  a  pair  was  a  matter  that  was  de- 
I  pendent  solely  upon  the  honor  of  the  Senators  so  executing  such  pair. 

The  President  ruled  that  any  Senator  present  in  the  Senate  chamber  on 
roll  call  has  the  right  to  vote  on  any  question  then  before  the  Senate 
and  that  even  though  such  voting  may  violate  the  terms  of  the  pair, 
that,  in  his  opinion,  neither  the  chair  nor  the  Senate  has  either  the  power 
:  or  authority  to  deny  any  Senator  present  in  the  Senate  chamber  his  right 
to  vote  if  such  Senator  insists  upon  voting  and  having  such  vote  shown 
in  the  roll  call. 
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Senator  Meyer  thereupon  requested  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate 
to  withdraw  his  vote  on  roll  call  on  Substitute  for  Senate  Bill  No.  182 
and  to  have  his  vote  thereon  not  counted  and  to  have  the  record  show 
him  as  having  been  paired,  whereupon  Senator  Larson  objected  to  the 
withdrawal  of  the  roll  call  vote  and  the  chair  ruled  that  the  roll  call 
vote,  as  already  announced,  would  stand.

Sir:  I  am  returning  herewith  to  the  Senate,  the  house  of  origin, 
Substitute  Senate  Bill  No.  3,  entitled:  "An  Act  to  amend  Section  2815.69 
of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1935  relating  to  the  opening  and 

I  'dosing  of  the  State  Liquor  Stores."  without  my  approval  and  with  my 

I  objections  thereto. 

I  On  February  18,  1937,  I  approved  Senate  Bill  No.  71  which  amended 
I  Section  2815.69  in  the  same  respect  and  to  the  same  extent  as  this  bill 
i  amends  it  so  far  as  uniformity  in  the  fixing  of  sale  prices  of  liquor  is 
!  -concerned. 

The  instant  bill  (Substitute  Senate  Bill  No.  3)  provides  that  State 
!  liquor  stores  may  remain  open  from  the  hour  of  nine  o'clock  A.  M.  until 
the  hour  of  twelve  o'clock  midnight,  each  and  every  day  save  and  except 
that  such  stores  shall  be  closed  for  the  transaction  of  business  on  Sundays, 
legal  holidays  and  elections  days.    Senate  Bill  No.  71,  approved  as  afore- 
I  said,  provides  that  State  liquor  stores  shall  be  and  remain  open  during 
]  such  period  of  the  day  as  the  Montana  Liquor  Control  Board  shall  deem 
advisable,   provided  however   that   such   stores   shall  be   closed   for  the 
i  transaction  of  business  on  Sundays,  legal  holidays  and  election  days. 

A  comparison  of  the  two  bills  discloses  that  their  only  conflict  is 
I  that  in  Substitute  Senate  Bill  No.  3  the  hours  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
I  ness  are  prescribed  and  in  Senate  Bill  No.  71  such  hours  are  left  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Board. 

I  believe  that  the  provision  of  Senate  Bill  No.  71,  leaving  the  matter 
of  hours  to  the  discretion  of  the  Board  is  preferable. 

For  the  reasons  cited  I  am  constrained  to  return  the  bill  without  my 
approval.

MESSAGES  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR 
The  following  communication  from  the  Governor  was  received  and  read: 

February  26,  1937. 

To  the  President  of  the  Senate,  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  and  to  the 
Members  of  the  Twenty-fifth  Legislative  Assembly: 
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An  emergency  confronts  us  in  that  the  Works  Progress  Administra- 
tion of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  which  has  so  generously- 
aided  and  assisted  the  people  of  our  state  in  the  past,  has  now  with- 
drawn W.  P.  A.  assistance  and  funds  unless  each  W.  P.  A.  project  is 
sponsored  by  the  state  or  one  of  its  political  subdivisions,  which  must 
furnish  the  materials,  equipment,  rentals,  supplies  and  supervision  of 
such  project,  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  sponsor — the  Government 
furnishing  all  labor,  which  shall  be  taken  from  the  relief  rolls  of  the 
locality  of  the  sponsor. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  has  made  this  order  effective 
in  order  that  its  funds  may  go  further  than  heretofore  in  the  employment 
of  needy  people  and  to  confine  its  expenditures  to  permanent,  useful 
and  needy  projects. 

Many  subdivisions  of  the  state,  such  as  school  districts,  towns,  cities, 
counties,  and  their  own  immediate  subdivisions,  are  unable  financially  to 
sponsor  such  project  and  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  W.  P.  A. 
Therefore  it  is  necessary  and  becomes  our  duty  to  effect  legislation 
whereby  such  political  subdivisions  can  take  advantage  of  the  benefits 
offered  by  W.  P.  A.  and  to  that  end  it  is  necessary  that  we  have  legisla- 
tion making  it  possible  for  the  political  subdivisions  of  the  state  to  have 
sufficient  method  and  authority  by  which  sufficient  funds  can  be  raised 
by  them  to  cooperate  with  the  Federal  agencies  and  acquire  the  benefits 
of  such  cooperation. 

I  am  sure  that  the  Assembly  appreciates  the  necessity  of  adequate 
legislation  to  give  every  aid  and  assistance  in  this  emergency  situation. 

In  order  to  aid  you  in  this  task  I  have  used  my  every  effort,  and 
to  that  end  I  did  call  a  committee  of  leading  citizens  and  industrialists 
of  the  state  together  at  the  Capitol  for  the  purpose  of  working  out  a 
solution  of  the  difficulties  presented. 

The  Committee  for  several  days  gave  diligent  study  to  this  serious 
problem  and  drafted  proposed  legislation  on  the  subject,  which  is  herewith 
submitted  for  your  consideration.  This  proposed  legislation  is  being 
delivered  herewith  to  the  House  for  the  reason  that  such  legislation  must 
originate  there.  It  is  my  request  that  the  Legislative  Assembly  give 
this  proposed  legislation  its  usual  earnest  and  painstaking  consideration 
and  that  the  House  refer  it  to  the  appropriate  committee  and  urge  im- 
mediate consideration. 

This  draft  of  legislation  is  submitted  as  a  result  of  the  labors  of  this 
committee  and  not  with  any  thought  of  directing  legislation  in  your 
bodies,  but  with  the  thought  of  giving  you  every  assistance  at  my  com- 
mand. I  know  the  hour  of  this  Session  is  late  and  therefore  I  respect- 
fully urge  speedy  consideration.

WHEREAS,  the  people  of  the  State  numbering  more  than  500,000 
are  living  in  widely  scattered  communities  and  areas  and  engaged  in  diver- 
sified business  and  industries  connected  with  agriculture,  stock  raising^ 
mining,  lumbering,  financing,  retail  and  wholesale  distribution,  transporta- 
tion, education  and  public  service,  and 

WHEREAS,  Montana,  with  its  vast  expanse  of  mountain  country,  its 
500  lakes  and  fishing  streams,  its  thousands  of  miles  of  winding  mountain 
roads,  and  its  millions  of  acres  of  national  forests,  affords  recreational  ad- 
vantages unequaled  by  any  other  State,  and 
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WHEREAS,  if  Montana  were  walled  in  and  cut  off  from  the  world,

in  a  column  thirteen  (13)  ems  pica  wide,"  and  inserting  the  following  two 
paragraphs  "That  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  basis  of  folio  measure- 
ment, one  standard  newspaper  column,  when  set  in  the  following  men- 
tioned type  size,  shall  constitute  a  folio:  12  lines  of  solid  six  point, 
or  approximately  one  hundred  words;  fourteen  lines  of  solid  seven  point, 
or  approximately  one  hundred  words;  fifteen  lines  of  solid  eight  point,  or 
approximately  one  hundred  words;  seventeen  lines  of  solid  nine  point,  or 
approximately  one  hundred  words;  seventeen  lines  of  solid  ten  point,  or 
approximately  one  hundred  words. 

For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  different  sizes  of  type  hereinbe- 
fore mentioned,  the  following  point  system  measurements  as  universally 
used  by  the  graphic  arts  industries  shall  prevail:    Computing  seventy-two

The  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  must  determine  on  the  sufficiency  of  the  petition  presented 
from  the  roll  of  registered  electors  of  the  territory  affected."

of  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  (6)  months,  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  provided,  however,  that  nothing  herein 
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contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  or  prohibit  the  sale  of  liquor  at  or 
by  a  State  Liquor  Store  under  the  Liquor  Control  Act."

Each  worker  shall  con- 
tribute to  the  fund  one  per  centum  (1%)  of  his  wages  up  to  Three  Thou- 
sand Dollars  (S3, 000.00)  per  year,  paid  by  employers  with  respect  to  em- 
ployment which  occurs  after  July  1,  1937  and  after  such  employer  has 
satisfied  the  conditions  set  forth  in  Section  19  (i)  of  this  Act  with  respect 
to  becoming  an  employer.  Each  employer  must  withhold  such  contribu- 
tion from  the  wages  of  his  employees  and  shall  show  such  deduction  on 
his  payroll  records  and  shall  transmit  all  such  contributions  to  the  fund 
pursuant  to  the  regulations  of  the  commission.  When  and  if  the  employer 
is  allowed  a  reduced  rate  of  contribution  based  on  benefit  experience,  the 
employee  shall  also  be  allowed  a  reduced  rate  of  contribution,  as  follows: 

If  the  employer's  rate  of  contribution  is  reduced  to  or  below  1.8% 
of  his  annual  payroll,  in  accordance  with  Subsection  (c)  of  Section  7 
hereof,  then  the  employee's  rate  of  contribution  shall  be  one-half  of  his 
employer's  contribution  rate. 

Every  employing  unit  which  files  an  election  to  become  an  employer 
subject  to  this  Act  or  to  cease  to  be  an  employer  subject  to  this  Act,  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  Section  8,  shall  post  and  maintain  printed  notices 
of  such  election  on  his  premises,  of  such  design,  in  such  numbers,  and 
at  such  places  as  the  commission  may  determine  to  be  necessary  to  give 
notice  thereof  to  persons  in  his  service.

taking  office  after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act  shall  expire,  as  des- 
ignated by  the  Governor  at  the  tim.e  of  appointment,  one  at  the  end  of 
three  years,  the  other  at  the  end  of  six  years.  The  third  member  of 
the  Commission,  who  shall  be  designated  as  chairman  at  the  time  of 
his  appointment,  shall  be  paid  a  full-time  salary  in  an  amount  to  be 
fixed  by  the  Governor  and  shall  be  the  executive  director.  During  his 
term  of  mem.bership  on  the  Commission  no  member  shall  serve  as  an 
officer  or  committee  member  of  any  political  party  organization.  The 
Governor  may  at  any  time,  after  notice  and  hearing,  remove  any  commis- 
sioner for  inefficiency,  neglect  of  duty,  malfeasance,  misfeasance,  or  non- 
feasance in  office. 

(b)  Divisions. — The  commission  shall  establish  two  coordinate  divi- 
sions: The  Montana  State  Employment  Service  division  created  pursuant 
to  Section  12  of  this  Act,  and  the  Unemployment  Compensation  division. 
Each  division  shall  be  responsible  to  the  executive  director  for  the  discharge 
of  its  distinctive  function.  Each  division  shall  be  a  separate  administrative 
unit  with  respect  to  personnel,  budget,  and  duties  except  insofar  as  the  com- 
mission may  find  that  such  separation  is  impracticable. 

(c)  Quorum. — Any  two  commissioners  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  No 
vacancy  shall  impair  the  right  of  the  remaining  commissioners  to  exercise 
all  of  the  powers  of  the  commission.

That  House  Bill  No.  343  be  amended  as  follows:  By  striking  in  line  4 
of  the  title  the  words  ''defining  the  term  'attendant'." 

Amend  Section  1  by  striking  the  entire  section  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following:  "It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  operate  or 
drive,  or  require  or  permit  any  person  to  operate  or  drive,  any  commercial 
motor  vehicle,  or  tractor,  while  moving  upon  the  public  streets  or  highways 
of  the  State  of  Montana  after  such  person  has  been  continuously  on  duty 
in  such  service,  whether  performed  within  or  without  this  State,  for  a  longer 
period  than  eight  (8)  hours,  nor  after  such  person  shall  have  been  on  duty 
for  more  than  eight  (8)  hours  in  the  aggregate  during  any  twelve  (12)  con- 
secutive hours.  When  any  such  person  shall  have  been  continuously  on 
duty  for  eight  (8)  hours  or  shall  have  been  on  duty  for  eight  (8)  hours  in 
the  aggregate  during  any  twelve  (12)  consecutive  hours,  such  person  shall 
have  at  least  eight  (8)  consceutive  hours  off  duty,  provided,  however  that 
in  case  of  accident  or  emergency,  a  person  driving  any  such  motor  vehicle, 
or  tractor  may  complete  his  run  or  tour  of  duty,  and  such  driver  or  the  per- 
son, or  persons,  who  requires  or  permits  such  person  to  drive  for  such 
longer  period  shall  not  be  deemed  to  have  violated  the  provisions  of  this 
Act." 

Amend  Section  2  by  striking  the  entire  section  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following:  "The  terms  used  in  Section  one  (1)  of  this  Act  shall 
be  deemed  to  mean  and  include  any  commercial  motor  vehicle  or  tractor 
equipped  or  used  for  the  transportation  of  goods,  wares  or  merchandise." 

Amend  Section  3  by  striking  the  entire  section  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following:  "Nothing  contained  in  this  Act  shall  apply  or  be 
effective  on  any  person  actively  engaged  in  agriculture  or  stock  raising  or 
any  person  in  the  employment  of  any  person  engaged  in  agriculture  or  stock 
raising.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  be  effective  when  life  is  in 
danger  of  destruction  or  in  case  of  delay  due  to  accident  or  unpassable  roads, 
or  abnormal  road  conditions  or  snow  blockades." 

Amend  Section  4  by  inserting  after  Section  3  the  following  new  section 
to  be  numbered  Section  4  to  read  as  follows:  "Any  person  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  shall  upon  conviction  be  declared  gulity  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars 
($25.00)  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  and/or  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  thirty  days  (30)  or  more  than  six 
months  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.''  And  numbering  the  subsequent 
sections  accordingly.

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Joint  Conference  Committee,  having  had 
under  consideration  Senate  engrossed  House  Bill  No.  226,  respectfully  report 
as  follows: 

That  Senate  engrossed  House  Bill  No.  226  be  amended  as  follows: 

Amend  Section  II,  page  2,  in  line  1  after  the  word  "Governor"  by 
inserting  the  following  words  "with  the  advise  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,". 

Amend  Section  VII,  page  7,  line  1,  after  the  word  "for"  strike  out 
the  following  words  "the  last  ten  years  immediately  preceding  the 
passage  of  this  Act",  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  words  "five 
years  during  the  nine  years  immediately  preceding  application  and  has 
resided  within  the  State  of  Montana  continuously  for  one  year  imme- 
diately preceding  application,". 

Amend  Section  X,  page  8,  subsection  (b),  by  striking  all  of  this 
subsection  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  words  which  shall 
be  subsection  (b):  "Each  County  Board  shall  select  and  appoint,  from 
a  list  as  qualified  by  the  State  Department  such  staff  personnel  as  are 
necessary.  The  staff  personnel  in  each  County  shall  consist  of  at  least 
one  qualified  staff  worker  (or  investigator)  and  such  clerks  and  stenog- 
raphers as  may  be  decided  necessary  by  the  County  Board.  If  conditions 
warrant,  the  (bounty  Board,  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Department, 
may  appoint  one  of  the  local  staff  of  Public  Assistance  workers  in  a 
supervisory  capacity.  The  staff  personnel  of  each  County  Department 
are  directly  responsible  to  the  County  Board,  but  the  State  Department 
shall  have  the  authority  to  supervise  such  county  employees  in  respect 
to  the  efficient  and  proper  performance  of  their  duties.  Public  assistance 
staff  personnel  attached  to  the  County  Board  shall  be  paid  from  State 
Public  Welfare  funds.  One-half  of  the  administrative  cost  of  the  County 
Department  shall  be  reimbursed  to  the  State  Treasurer  by  the  county 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  Act." 

Amend  Section  XI,  page  9  by  adding  a  new  subsection  to  be  known 
as  subsection  (b)  which  shall  read  as  follows:  "(b)  It  is  hereby  made 
the  duty  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  in  each  county  to  levy 
the  six  mills  required  by  law  for  the  poor  fund  and  to  budget  and  ex- 
pand so  much  of  the  funds  in  the  county  poor  fund  for  all  purposes 
of  this  Act  as  will  enable  the  County  Welfare  Department  to  meet  its 
proportionate  share  of  such  assistance  granted  in  the  county,  and  the 
county  budget  shall  make  provision  therefor  and  an  account  shall  be 
established  for  such  purpose. 

If  the  six  mill  levy  shall  prove  inadequate  to  meet  the  county's  pro- 
portionate share  of  Public  Assistance  under  any  Part  of  this  Act  and  if 
the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  is  unable  to  declare  an  emergency 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  additional  funds,  and  if  an  audit  by  the 
State  Examiner's  office  proves  this  condition  to  be  true  and  that  the 
County  Board  has  expended  its  Poor  Fund  only  for  the  purposes  levied, 
then  such  proportion  of  its  Public  Assistance  as  the  County  is  unable  to 
meet  shall  be  paid  from  the  State  Public  Welfare  Fund." 

Amend  Part  I.  page  11  by  adding  after  Section  XV  a  new  section 
to  be  numbered  Section  XVI  which  shall  read  as  follows  and  renumber 
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all  other  sections  of  Part  I  consecutively:  "Section  XVI.  Approval  or 
Denial  Signatures.  Approved  or  denied  applications  for  assistance  under 
this  Act  shall  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  and  one  other  member  of  the 
County  Board.  In  the  event  that  the  State  Board  may  require  all  such 
actions  to  be  reviewed  and  receive  the  final  approval  or  disapproval  of 
the_  State  Department,  the  State  Board  shall  designate  certain  executive 
officers  of  the  State  Department  who  shall  sign  such  State  Department 
approvals  or  disapprovals." 

Amend  Section  VI  of  Part  II,  page  14  by  adding  at  the  end  of  the 
section  a  new  sentence  which  shall  read  as  follows:  "Medical"  or  "medi- 
cine" as  used  in  this  act  refers  to  the  healing  art  as  practiced  by  licensed 
practitioners." 

Amend  Part  II,  page  14  by  addine:  a  new  section  to  be  known  as 
Section  VII  which  shall  read  as  follows  and  renumber  the  following  sec- 
tions consecutively:  "Section  VII.  Primary  Obligations  of  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  primary  legal 
duty  and  financial  obligation  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners 
to  make  such  tax  levies  and  to  establish  such  budgets  in  the  county 
poor  fund  as  provided  by  law  and  as  are  necessary  to  provide  adequate 
institutional  care  for  all  such  indigent  residents  as  are  in  need  of  institu- 
tional care  and  to  make  such  tax  levies  and  establish  such  budgets  in  the 
county  poor  fund  as  are  necessary  to  make  provision  for  medical  aid  and 
services  and  hospitalization  for  all  indigent  county  residents.  All  such 
public  assistance  and  services  shall  be  charges  against  and  payable  from 
the  county  poor  fund." 

Amend  Section  VIII  in  Part  II,  pages  14  and  15  by  striking,  all  of 
Section  VIII  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  which  shall  be 
known  as  Section  IX:  "Grants  from  State  Funds  to  Counties.  The  State 
Public  Welfare  Department  shall  have  the  authority  to  require  as  a 
condition  of  grants  from  state  funds  to  counties  for  relief  purposes  that 
the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall  make  such  tax  levies  and 
establish  such  budgets  as  are  needed  in  respect  to  the  public  assistance 
situation  in  the  county,  not  otherwise  prohibited  by  law.  The  State 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  shall  also  have  the  authority  to  require 
as  a  condition  of  grants  from  state  funds  to  the  counties  that  the  County 
Board  of  Commissioners  shall  make  no  transfers  from  the  county  poor 
fund  or  charges  against  the  county  poor  fund  for  purposes  other  than 
for  which  the  county  poor  fund  is  established  by  law,  and  it  is  hereby 
made  mandatory  upon  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  that  taxes 
levied  and  collected  for  the  county  poor  fund  shall  be  expended  only  for 
the  purposes  levied. 

It  shall  be  within  the  authority  of  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  to  make  grants-in-aid  from  state  funds  to  the  County  Depart- 
ments of  Public  Welfare  for  general  relief  purposes  in  proportion  to  the 
financial  inability  of  the  county  to  provide  for  relief  assistance  to  its  own 
residents. 

It  is  hereby  also  declared  to  be  the  legal  and  financial  responsibility 
of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  to  provide  adequate  relief  to 
persons  in  need  of  the  same  according  to  standards  established  by  the 
State  Department  of  Public  W^elfare  and  to  the  extent  that  county  funds 
are  available. 

To  meet  emergency  conditions  that  may  arise  within  the  county  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  is  hereby  empowered  to  declare  an  emer- 
gency and  to  make  additional  levies  and  transfers  from  other  funds,  as 
now  provided  by  law." 

Amend  Part  VII,  page  33,  Section  II,  line  1  by  inserting  after  the 
figures  "335"  the  word  "inclusive" 

Amend  Section  IV  of  Part  VII  on  page  33  by  adding  at  the  end  of 
the  section  the  following  words  "or  in  violation  of  the  Constitution  of 
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the  State  of  Montana  or  in  conflict  with  the  Federal  Social  Security  Act 
or  any  rules,  regulations  supplementary  or  amendatory  thereof".

As  payments  of  grants  and  administrative  costs  are  made  from  this 
imprest  fund,  it  shall  be  replenished  from  the  Public  Welfare  Fund  by 
the  State  Treasurer,  upon  presentation  of  claims  prepared  by  the  State 
Welfare  Department  and  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  and 
covered  by  warrants  issued  by  the  State  Auditor,  and  the  State  Treasurer 
is  hereby  directed  to  disburse  the  monies  appropriated  by  the  Act  upon 
such  warrants."

HOUSE  BILL  NO.  86 
Introduced  by  Levisee,  Alvord,  Cruickshank,  Lehrkind,  O'Shea  and  Padbury 

A  BILL  FOR  AN  ACT  ENTITLED:  "AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE 
SUBMISSION  OF  THE  QUALIFIED  ELECTORS  OF  THE  STATE 
,  OF  MONTANA  OF  AN  AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  5  OF  ARTICLE 
XVI  OF  THE  CONSTITTION  OF  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA  RE- 
LATING TO  THE  QUALIFICATIONS  AND  TERMS  OF  OFFICE 
OF  COUNTY  OFFICERS." 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Section  1.  That  Section  5  of  Article  XVI  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  Montana  be  amended  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  that  the  ques- 
tion of  such  amendment  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State 
of  Montana  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  November,  1938. 

Section  2.  That  Section  5  of  Article  XVI  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  Montana  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read  as 
follows:  "Section  5.  There  shall  be  elected  in  each  county  the  following 
county  officers  who  shall  possess  the  qualifications  for  suffrage  prescribed 
by  Section  2  of  Article  IX  of  this  constitution  and  such  other  qualifications 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  law: 

One  county  clerk  who  shall  be  clerk  of  the  board  of  county  commission- 
ers and  ex-officio  recorder;  one  sheriff;  one  treasurer,  who  shall  be  collector 
of  the  taxes,  provided,  that  the  county  treasurer  shall  not  be  eligible  to  his 
office  for  the  succeeding  term;  one  county  superintendent  of  schools;  one 
county  surveyor;  one  assessor;  one  coroner;  one  public  administrator.  Per- 
sons elected  to  the  different  offices  named  in  this  section  shall  hold  their 
respective  offices  for  the  term  of  four  (4)  years,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified.  Vacancies  in  all  county,  township  and  precinct 
offices,  except  that  of  county  commissioners,  shall  be  filled  by  appoint- 
ment by  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  and  the  appointee  shall  hold 
his  office  until  the  next  general  election;  provided,  however,  that  the  board 
of  county  commissioners  of  any  county  may,  in  its  discretion,  consolidate 
any  two  or  more  of  the  within  named  offices  and  combine  the  powers  and 
the  duties  of  the  said  offices  consolidated;  however,  the  provisions  hereof 
shall  not  be  construed  as  allowing  one  (1)  office  incumbent  to  be  entitled 
to  the  salaries  and  emoluments  of  two  (2)  or  more  offices;  provided,  further, 
that  in  consolidating  county  offices,  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
shall,  six  (6)  months  prior  to  the  general  election  held  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  the  aforesaid  offices,  make  and  enter  an  order,  combining  any 
two  (2)  or  more  of  the  within  named  offices,  and  shall  cause  the  said  order 
to  be  published  in  a  newspaper,  published  and  circulated  generally  in  said 
county,  for  a  period  of  six  (6)  weeks  next  following  the  date  of  entry  of 
said  order." 

Section  3.  This  amendment  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  State  of  Montana  by  being  placed  on  the  official  ballot,  provided  by 
Section  678,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1935,  and  as  provided  by  law,  and 
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there  shall  be  printed  on  such  ballot  the  title  of  this  Act  and  the  following 
words: 


For  the  above  amendment, 
Against  the  above  amendment. 


The  elector  shall  designate  his  preference  for  either  of  the  proposi- 
tions by  making  an  X  before  the  proposition  for  which  he  desires  to  vote. 

Section  4.  The  votes  cast  for  and  against  the  amendment  herein  pro- 
posed shall  be  counted,  canvassed  and  determined  by  such  officials  and  in 
such  manner  as  provided  by  law,  and  if  a  majority  of  all  votes  cast  at  such 
election  for  and  against  such  amendment  shall  be  in  favor  of  such  amend- 
ment, the  Governor  of  the  State  shall  so  declare  by  public  proclamation, 
and  the  amendment  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  as  a  part  of  the  Con- 
stitution from  and  after  the  date  of  such  proclamation. 

Section  5.  This  Act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  approval.

The  following  Special  Investigating  Committee  report  was  submitted: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  committee  on  Special  Relief  investigation, 
have  had  several  cases  of  relief  before  us,  and  have  been  awaiting  more 
cases  which  were  to  be  submitted  by  the  Workers'  Alliance,  which  we  did 
not  receive.  Such  cases  that  we  have  considered  have  been  assured  that 
there  is  ample  money  to  take  care  of  such  cases,  and  being  assured  by  relief 
administrators  that  they  would  take  care  of  such  cases. 

At  present  we  find  that  there  is  a  critical  situation  likely  to  exist  unless 
legislation  is  proposed  on  the  many  people  on  W.  P.  A.  and  relief,  unless 
we  have  legislation  designed  to  meet  this  emergency. 

The  following  is  our  further  findings,  after  having  been  in  conference 
with  our  Relief  Administrators,  and  we  hereby  recommend  that  some  action 
shall  be  considered  by  this  body  to  take  care  of  the  needy  and  unemployed 
people  of  the  state  on  relief: 

''That  the  Montana  Relief  Commission  has  already  received  notifica- 
tion from  Washington,  D.  C,  that  on  and  after  the  15th  day  of  March,  the 
Works  Progress  Administration  will  make  no  expenditures  for  surplus  com- 
modities projects,  except  those  under  direct  relief;  and  that  the  state  will 
be  obligated  to  pay  all  non-relief  costs.  This  is  an  indication  of  the  action 
which  will  no  doubt  be  taken  shortly  for  all  other  W.  P.  A.  projects. 

From  January  1st,  1933,  to  January  1st,  1935,  a  report  from  Washing- 
ton shows  an  expenditure  of  Twenty-two  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand 
Dollars  ($22,500,000),  by  the  Federal  government  for  relief  for  the  State 
of  Montana.  In  the  same  period  of  time,  the  same  report  shows  that  the 
counties  expended  for  the  State  of  Montana  Two  Million  Five  Hundred 
Thousand  Dollars  ($2,500,000)  for  relief;  and  the  State  of  Montana  expended 
an  amount  of  Four  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($450,000)." 

Whereas,  it  is  known  that  the  Montana  Relief  Commission  did  not  have 
sufficient  funds  to  adequately  certify  the  needy  people  in  the  State  of 
Montana;  the  result  is  that  it  is  costing  the  State  of  Montana  an  amount 
considerably  in  excess  of  the  amount  that  will  be  necessary  for  administra- 
tive cost  in  general  relief.  While  there  are  at  the  present  time  eleven 
thousand  five  hundred  (11,500)  employed  on  W.  P.  A.,  and  some  seven  thou- 
sand (7000)  eligible  for  relief  employed  on  W.  P.  A.  who  are  receiving 
relief  from  the  State. 

That  by  the  expenditure  of  a  few  thousand  dollars  a  month  for  adminis- 
trative costs,  it  is  felt  that  from  two-thirds  to  one-half  of  the  direct  relief 
relief  load  of  the  State  could  be  transferred  to  W.  P.  A.,  to  places  which 
could  be  vacated  on  W.  P.  A.  by  proper  revaluation  of  the  W.  P.  A.  work 
load.  In  addition,  if  the  state  could  definitely  certify  to  the  Federal  gov- 
ernment that  all  non-eligible  persons  have  been  dropped  from  W.  P.  A.,  and 
the  employable  relief  load  absorbed,  the  State  of  Montana  would  have  a 
greater  opportunity  to  get  an  increased  quota. 

Our  average  for  Montana  for  unemployable  cases  has  for  some  time 
been  $30.77  per  case.  On  this  basis  the  seven  thousand  persons  would  cost 
the  state,  if  money  were  available.  Two  Hundred  Ten  Thousand  Dollars 
($210,000);  at  least  One  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($150,000)  of 
that  could  possibly  be  saved  by  a  proper  re-evaluation  of  W.  P.  A.  case  load 
and  transfer  of  cases. 

And  we  further  recommend,  that  by  virtue  of  the  recent  instructions 
to  Joseph  Parker,  W.  P.  A.  Administrator  of  the  State  of  Montana,  that 
hereafter  sponsors  will  be  required  to  furnish  all  materials  and  equipment 
to  sponsor  W.  P.  A.  projects — that  some  appropriate  legsilation  be  passed 
while  this  legislature  is  now  in  session,  for  the  reason  that  unless  the  Works 
Progress  Administration  have  projects  to  work  on  in  any  particular  city 
or  county,  they  cannot  expend  any  money  without  a  project.    The  result 
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in  such  instances  would  be  that  the  entire  relief  load  of  the  people  in  that 
community  now  working  on  W.  P.  A.  would  become  the  relief  problem  of  the 
county  m  which  they  reside,  and  the  Montana  Relief  Commission.  For 
example:  In  Custer  County  the  W.  P.  A.  is  now  expending  to  some  five 
hundred  people  an  amount  of  Twenty-five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000)  a 
month.  If  projects  did  not  exist  in  that  community  the  entire  relief  load 
would  have  to  be  for  and  by  Custer  County  or  the  Montana  Relief  Commis- 
sion, which  no  doubt  would  work  a  hardship  both  on  the  relief  people  in  that 
community,  likewise  the  taxpayers  of  both  Custer  County,  and  other  counties 
having  like  projects  in  the  State,

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APPENDIX 

Revised  Rules  of  the  Senate 
(Revised  by  Hugh  R.  Adair,  President  of  the  Senate— 1937) 

RULE  I. 

HOURS  OF  MEETING.  The  hours  of  meeting  of  the  Senate  shall 
be  ten  (10)  o'clock  A.  M.  and  two  (2)  o'clock  P.  M.  unless  otherwise  spe- 
cially ordered  by  vote  of  the  Senate. 

RULE  IL 
President  of  Senate 

1.  PRESIDENT  OF  SENATE.  The  lieutenant-governor  shall  be  pres- 
ident of  the  Senate.    (Const.  Art.  VII,  Sec.  15;  Sec.  130,  R.  C.  M.  1935). 

Duties 

2.  CONVENING  SENATE.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  on 
every  legislative  day  precisely  at  the  hour  to  which  the  Senate  shall  have 
adjourned  at  the  last  sitting,  immediately  call  the  members  to  order  and, 
after  prayer  by  the  Chaplain  and  roll  call,  on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum, 
cause  th-e  proceedings  of  the  last  day's  sitting  to  be  read,  having  previously 
examined  the  same. 

3.  PRESERVE  ORDER.    He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and 

in  case  of  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  galleries  or  lobbies,  may 
cause  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

4.  RIGHT  TO  VOTE.  He  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  a  tie  on  any 
proposition  being  voted.    (Const.  Art.  VII,  sec.  15). 

5.  CONTROL  OF  ROOMS.  The  rooms,  passages  and  buildings  set 
apart  for  the  use  of  the  Senate  shall  be  under  the  control  and  direction 
of  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  he  may  assign  places  to  reporters. 

6.  CONTROL  OF  OFFICERS  AND  EMPLOYEES.  The  President 
shall  see  that  all  officers  and  employees  of  the  Senate  shall  perform  their 
respective  duties. 

7.  SETTLE  DISPUTES  OR  COMPLAINTS.  In  all  cases  where  dis- 
putes or  complaints  arise,  or  where  questions  of  competency,  decorum  or 
discipline  are  involved  concerning  employees  hired  by  the  Committee  on 
Employees  of  the  Senate,  the  President  may  in  his  discretion  refer  such 
matters  to  the  Committee  on  Employees  for  final  determination  and  such 
committee  shall  report  its  action  to  the  Senate. 

8.  DECIDE  QUESTIONS  OF  ORDER.  The  President  shall  decide 
all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  by  any  member. 

9.  DECISION  ON  QUESTION  NOT  BEFORE  SENATE.  It  is  not 
the  duty  of  the  President  to  decide  any  question  which  is  not  presented 

in  the  course  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Senate. 

10.  SIGN  BILLS  AND  JOINT  RESOLUTIONS.  The  President  shall, 
in  the  presence  of  the  Senate,  sign  all  bills  and  joint  resolutions  passed  by 
the  legislative  assembly  immediately  after  their  titles  have  been  publicly 
Tead,  and  the  fact  of  signing  shall  be  at  once  entered  upon  the  Journal. 
(Const.  Art.  V.  Sec.  27). 

11.  SIGN  WRITS,  WARRANTS,  SUBPOENAS.  The  President  shall 
sign  all  writs,  warrants  and  subpoenas  of  or  issued  by  the  order  of  the 
Senate. 
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12.  NAME  TEMPORARY  PRESIDING  OFFICER.  The  President 
shall  have  the  right  to  name  any  Senator  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair, 

when  the  president  pro-tem.  is  not  present  in  the  senate  chamber,  who 
is  hereby  vested  during  such  time  with  all  the  powers  of  the  President; 
but  such  Senator  shail  not  lose  the  right  of  voting  on  any  question  while 
so  presiding. 

RULE  III. 
President  Pro  Tempore 

1.  ELECTION.  The  Senate  shall,  at  the  beginning  and  close  of  each 
regular  session,  and  at  such  other  time  as  may  be  necessary,  elect  one  of 
its  members  president  pro  tempore.  (Const.  Art.  V,  Sec.  9,  Sec.  62,  R.  C.  M. 
1935). 

Duties 

2.  ABSENCE  OF  LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR.  In  case  of  the  ab- 
sence or  disqualification  of  the  lieutenant-governor,  from  any  cause  which 
applies  to  the  governor,  or  when  he  shall  hold  the  office  of  governor,  then 
the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the 
lieutenant-governor  until  the  vacancy  is  filled  or  the  disability  removed. 
(Const.  Art.  VII,  Sec.  15). 

3.  ABSENCE  OF  PRESIDENT.  The  president  pro  tempore  shall,  in 
the  absence  of  the  President,  take  the  Chair  and  call  the  Senate  to  order 
at  the  hours  of  the  meetings  of  the  Senate,  and  have  the  same  power 
as  the  President;  but  the  President  Pro-Tem.  shall  vote  as  any  other  mem- 
ber of  the  Senate. 

RULE  IV. 
Secretary  of  the  Senate 
Duties 

1.  ATTENDANCE.  The  Secretary  of  the  Senate  must  attend  each 
day,  call  the  roll,  prepare  the  journal,  read  the  journal  and  bills,  and  super- 
intend all  copying  necessary  to  be  done  for  the  Senate,  including  the  en- 
grossing, enrolling  and  transcribing  or  copying  of  bills,  resolutions,  etc., 
and  he  shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  the  proceedings.  (Sec.  66,  R.  C.  M. 
1935). 

2.  CUSTODY  OF  RECORDS  AND  PAPERS.  The  Secretary  shall 
permit  no  records  or  papers  belonging  to  the  Senate  to  be  taken  out  of  his 
custody  otherwise  than  in  the  regular  course  of  business,  and  shall  report 
any  missing  papers  to  the  President. 

3.  SUPERVISE  JOURNAL,  ENGROSSING,  ENROLLING,  TRAN- 
SCRIBING. The  Secretary  shall  supervise  and  keep  a  correct  record  of 
the  journal  proceedings  of  the  Senate  and  shall  supervise  the  engrossing, 
enrolling  and  transcribing  or  copying  of  bills,  resolutions,  etc. 

4.  CORRECT  AND  REPORT  ERRORS.  The  Secretary  may,  in  all 
proper  cases,  correct  any  mere  clerical  error  in  any  Senate  bill,  such  as 
errors  in  orthography,  adding  the  enacting  clause  to  a  bill,  when  such 
has  been  omitted,  and  all  mistakes  in  numbering  sections  and  reference 
thereto,  whether  such  mistakes  occur  in  the  original  bill,  or  caused  by 
amendments  made  thereto,  provided  such  corrections  shall  not  be  made 
after  engrossment,  except  by  order  of  the  Senate.  All  such  corrections 
shall  be  reported  to  the  President,  but  no  corrections,  other  than  such  as 
are  authorized  by  this  rule,  shall  be  made  at  any  time  by  the  Secretary, 
unless  upon  order  of  the  President. 

5.  CAST  VOTE  OF  PRESIDENT.  When  the  Senate  is  equally  divided, 
the  Secretary  shall  take  the  decision  of  the  President. 
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6.  AT  CLOSE  OF  SESSION.  The  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  at  the 
close  of  each  session  of  the  legislative  assembly,  must  mark,  label,  and 
arrange  all  bills  and  papers  belonging  to  the  archives  of  the  Senate  and 
deliver  them,  together  with  all  the  books  of  both  Houses,  to  the  secretary 
of  state,  who  must  certify  to  the  reception  of  the  same.  (Sec.  73,  R.  C.  M. 
1935). 

RULE  V. 
Chaplain 

The  Chaplain  shall  attend  at  the  commencement  of  each  day's  sitting 
of  the  Senate  and  open  the  same  with  prayer. 

RULE  VL 
Sergeant-at-Arms 

1.  SUPERVISION,  GENERAL.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  Senate 
must  give  general  supervision,  under  the  direction  of  the  President,  to  the 
entire  administrative  force  of  the  Senate  and  to  the  Senate  with  the  rooms 
attached.    (Sec.  69,  R.  C.  M.  1935). 

2.  ATTENDANCE.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to 
attend  all  sessions  of  the  Senate. 

3.  MAINTAIN  ORDER.  He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Pres- 
ident, maintain  order  and  arrest,  or  cause  the  arrest,  for  contempt,  of  all 
persons  outside  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  or  in  the  galleries,  found  engaged 
in  loud  conversation  or  otherwise,  to  the  disturbance  of  the  Senate. 

4.  EXECUTE  COMMANDS.  He  shall  execute  the  commands  of  the 
Senate  and  of  the  presiding  officer  or  officers  thereof.  (Sec.  69,  R.  C.  M. 
1935). 

5.  SERVE  PROCESS.  He  shall  serve  all  process  issued  by  the  Senate, 
or  the  presiding  officer  or  officers  thereof.    (Sec,  69,  R.  C.  M.  1935). 

6.  ACCOUNT  FOR  PAY  AND  MILEAGE.    He  shall  keep  an  account 

for  pay  and  mileage  of  members  and  prepare  checks  for  the  same.  (Sec. 
69,  R.  C.  M.  1935). 

7.  CUSTODIAN  OF  SUPPLIES.  He  shall  receive,  distribute  and  be 
the  custodian  of  all  supplies  for  the  Senate. 

8.  INVENTORY;  PROPERTY  OF  LEGISLATURE.  On  the  last  day 
of  each  session  of  the  Montana  state  legislature,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  sergeant-at-arms  of  the  senate  to  make  a  complete  inventory  of  all 
permanent  furniture  and  fixtures  belonging  to  the  legislature  and  all  other 
fixtures,  codes  and  session  laws,  tools  and  office  supplies  of  every  descrip- 
tion on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  session  belonging  to  the  legislative  depart- 
ment of  the  state,  or  which  have  been  purchased  and  charged  to  the  inci- 
dental expense  appropriation.    (Sec.  78.1,  R.  C.  M.  1935). 

9.  INVENTORY  IN  QUADRUPLE.  He  shall  make  the  inventory 
prescribed  in  section  8  of  this  rule  in  quadruple,  and  shall  file  one  copy 
with  the  purchasing  agent,  one  copy  with  the  state  treasurer,  and  one  copy 
to  be  left  on  file  in  the  sergeant-at-arms'  office  of  the  senate,  and  one 
in  the  office  of  the  sergeant-at-arms  of  the  house  of  representatives.  (Sec. 
78.1,  R.  C.  M.  1935). 

10.  INTERIM— CUSTODY    OF    PROPERTY    OF  LEGISLATURE. 

Upon  the  com^pletion  of  the  inventory  and  the  adjournment  of  the  legisla- 
ture, all  property  listed  therein  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  custodian  of 
the  state  capitol  of  the  state,  and  he  shall  receipt  to  the  sergeant-at-arms 
of  the  senate,  and  to  the  sergeant-at-arms  of  the  house  of  representatives 
in  detail  for  the  same,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  carefully  care  for  and 
preserve  all  of  such  property  and  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  sergeant- 
at-arms  of  the  senate,  and  the  sergeant-at-arms  of  the  house  of  represents.- 
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tives  at  the  convening  of  the  next  session  of  the  Montana  legislature.  (Sec. 
78.2,  R.  C.  M.  1935). 

11.  ENFORCE  RULE  AGAINST  LOBBYING.  No  person  not  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Senate  shall  be  permitted  to  lobby  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate 
without  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sergeant- 
at-arms  to  enforce  this  rule. 

12.  ASSISTANT  SERGEANTS-AT-ARMS;  DUTIES.  The  assistant 
sergeants-at-arms  of  each  house  must  prohibit  all  persons,  except  members, 
officers,  and  employees,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  have  the  privilege 
of  the  floor  assigned  them  by  the  rules  of  each  house,  from  entering  within 
the  bar  of  the  house,  unless  upon  invitation,  and  keep  order  in  the  halls 
and  lobbies,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  imposed  by  the 
presiding  officer  or  the  sergeant-at-arms.    (Sec.  70,  R.  C.  M.  1935). 


RULE  V!l. 
Subordinate  Officers  and  Employees 

1.  EMPLOYEES  ASSIGNED  DUTIES.  The  committee  clerks,  door- 
keepers, janitor,  day  watchman,  night  watchman,  and  pages  must  perform 
such  duties  as  shall  be  assigned  to  them  by  the  presiding  officers  of  the 
respective  houses,  or  by  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  respective  bodies. 
(Sec.  71,  R.  C.  M.  1935). 

2.  DOORKEEPER.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  doorkeeper  to  prohibit 
all  persons,  except  Senators,  ex-Senators,  members  of  tlie  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, State  Officers,  Officers  of  the  two  Houses,  and  such  reporters 
as  may  have  seats  assigned  them  by  the  President,  from  coming  within 
the  bar  of  the  Senate,  unless  invited  by  the  President  or  by  a  Senator. 

3.  ENGROSSING  AND  ENROLLING  CLERKS.  The  engrossing 
clerks  and  enrolling  clerks  must,  within  forty-eight  hours  after  their  re- 
ception, engross  or  enroll  all  bills  delivered  to  them  for  engrossment  or 
enrollment,  unless  further  time  be  granted.    (Sec.  72,  R.  C.  M.  1935). 

RULE  VIM. 
Committees  of  Senate 

1.  COMMITTEE  ON  COMMITTEES.  All  Committees  of  the  Senate, 
special  or  standing,  and  all  joint  committees  on  the  part  of  the  Senate, 
shall  be  selected  by  a  committee  of  three  (3),  to  be  elected  by  the  Senate 
(unless  otherwise  ordered),  the  selection  so  made  by  said  committee  to  be 
reported  to  the  Senate  and  to  be  effective  only  when  ratified  by  the  Senate. 

2.  CHANGE  OF  MEMBERSHIP.  A  majority  of  the  Senate  may,  at 
any  time,  change  the  membership  of  any  committee  upon  one  day's  notice 
thereof. 

3.  ELECTION  OF  COMMITTEE  CLERKS.  No  committee,  standing 
or  special,  shall  elect  a  clerk  without  first  obtaining  the  consent  of  the 
Senate. 

4.  COMMITTEE  REPORTS— DUE  WHEN.  All  committees  of  the 
Senate  shall  report  their  action  on  all  bills  or  matters  referred  to  them 
within  six  days  after  reference,  unless  at  the  request  of  the  committee 
and  on  good  cause  shown,  further  time  be  granted  by  the  Senate. 

5.  REPORTS  MUST  BE  IN  WRITING.  All  bills,  petitions,  memorials 
or  resolutions  reported  from  a  committee  shall  be  accompanied  by  reports  in 
writing  which  shall  be  entered  in  the  Journal. 
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6.  STANDING  COMMITTEES.  The  following  shall  constitute  the 
Standing  Committees  of  the  Senate  and  the  numerical  membership  thereof:

12.  Third  Reading  of  Bills. 

13.  Unfinished  Business  of  the  Preceding  Day. 

14.  Special  Orders  of  the  Day. 

15.  Announcements  of  Committee  Meetings. 

Provided,  however,  that  reports  of  the  committees  on  enrollment  and 
engrossment  shall  at  all  times  be  in  order,  and  that  messages  from  the 
Governor,  from  State  Officers  and  from  the  House  of  Representatives, 
may,  on  motion  from  any  Senator,  be  considered  at  any  time. 

RULE  X. 

Bills,  Joint  Resolutions  and  Joint  Memorials 

1.  NOTICE.  One  day's  notice,  at  least,  must  be  given  of  the  intro- 
duction of  a  bill,  joint  resolution  or  joint  memorial,  unless  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present  shall  vote  to  dispense  with  such  notice,  provided  that 
where  a  bill  is  introduced  by  a  committee  no  such  notice  shall  be  required. 

2.  ENDORSEMENT.  All  bills,  resolutions,  memorials,  reports  and 
papers,  when  introduced,  shall  be  endorsed  with  the  name  of  the  Senator 
or  committee  presenting  same  to  the  Senate. 

3.  INTRODUCTION    OF    BILLS— THREE    COPIES  REQUIRED. 

Every  bill,  joint  resolution  or  joint  memorial  which  shall  be  introduced 
by  a  Senator  after  a  notice  given,  or  by  order  of  the  Senate,  or  on  the 
report  of  a  committee,  shall  be  accompanied  by  two  carbon  or  two  other 
copies  thereof.  In  all  bills  containing  amendments  to  existing  statutes  the 
amendments  must  be  printed  in  italics  in  the  printed  bill  and  on  the  three 
typewritten  copies  of  the  bill  introduced,  these  new  parts  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  underlining. 

4.  COMMITTEE  MEASURES— UNANIMOUS  CONSENT  OF  COM- 
MITTEE REQUIRED.  All  bills,  resolutions  or  memorials,  designated  as 
committee  measures,  shall  have  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  committee 
introducing  the  same  before  such  bills,  resolutions  or  memorials  may  be 
received  by  the  Senate. 

5.  INTRODUCTION  AFTER  43RD  DAY— SUBSTITUTE  BILLS.  No 

bills  other  than  substitute  bills  for  bills  then  pending  shall  be  introduced 
after  the  43rd  legislative  day,  except  upon  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of 
the  Senate. 

6.  FIRST  READING  OF  BILLS.  The  first  reading  of  bills,  resolutions 
or  memorials  shall  be  for  information.  If  objections  are  raised  to  the  bill 
on  its  first  reading,  the  question  shall  be,  "Shall  the  bill  be  rejected"; 
if  no  objection  is  made  or  the  question  to  reject  be  lost,  the  bill  shall  go 
to  its  second  reading  without  further  question. 

7.  SECOND  READING  OF  BILLS.  The  second  reading  of  every  bill, 
resolution  and  memorial  shall  be  by  its  title.  The  second  reading  is  for 
the  purpose  of  commitment. 

8.  COMMITMENT.  After  the  second  reading  of  any  bill,  joint  resolu- 
tion or  joint  memorial,  it  shall  then  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  standing 
committee  by  the  President,  or  by  the  order  of  the  Senate.  No  bill,  joint 
resolution  or  joint  memorial  shall  be  committed  or  amended  until  it  has 
been  twice  read. 

9.  PRINTING  OF  BILLS.  Five  hundred  copies  of  every  bill,  joint 
resolution  or  joint  memorial,  requiring  three  readings,  shall  be  printed  after 
second  reading  and  favorable  report  made  thereon  from  a  committee.  A 
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vote  of  the  majority  of  the  members  voting  shall  be  sufficient  to  order 
the  printing  of  any  bill,  joint  resolution  or  joint  memorial,  and  such  motion, 
when  carried,  shall  bar  any  motion  or  report  to  postpone  indefinitely,  or 
any  action  to  annul  said  measure  until  the  same  has  been  printed. 

10.  GENERAL  FILE.  All  bills,  joint  resolutions  and  joint  memorials 
having  received  two  readings  and  reported  back  favorably  by  committee, 
shall  constitute  General  File.  Bills,  joint  resolutions  or  joint  memorials 
ordered  printed  under  section  9  of  Rule  X,  or  reported  back  without  recom- 
mendation of  a  committee,  shall  not  be  placed  on  general  file  unless  so 
ordered  by  the  Senate,  and  bills,  joint  resolutions  and  joint  memorials  on 
General  File  shall  be  arranged  thereon  by  the  Secretary  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  reported  and  referred  thereto,  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  be 
considered  in  the  same  order,  unless  the  Senate  shall  direct  otherwise. 

11.  ENGROSSING  BILLS.  All  Senate  bills,  joint  resolutions  and 
joint  memorials  carrying  amendments  shall  be  engrossed.  Bills,  joint  reso- 
lutions and  joint  memorials  requiring  engrossment  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  chairman  of  the  Engrossing  Committee  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate, 
and  his  dated  receipt  taken  therefor,  and  he  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the 
Engrossing  Clerk,  and  take  his  dated  receipt  therefor,  and  all  said  bills 
shall  be  engrossed  in  the  order  of  their  receipt  by  said  Engrossing  Clerk, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Senate. 

12.  RECOMMITMENT.  After  the  second  reading  of  every  bill,  joint 
resolution  or  joint  memorial,  it  shall  at  all  times  be  in  order,  before  the 
final  passage  of  such  bill,  joint  resolution  or  joint  memorial,  to  move  its 
recommitment  under  special  instructions. 

13.  THIRD  READING  OF  BILLS—WHEN  REQUIRED.  Every  bill, 
joint  resolution  or  joint  memorial  requiring  the  signature  of  the  Governor, 
shall  receive  three  several  readings  previous  to  its  passage,  and  the  Pres- 
ident shall  give  notice  of  each  reading,  whether  it  be  the  first,  second  or 
third  reading. 

14.  THIRD  READING,-  UNANIMOUS  CONSENT— WHEN  RE- 
QUIRED. No  such  bill,  joint  resolution  or  joint  memorial  shall  receive  a 
second  and  third  reading  on  the  same  day  without  the  unanimous  consent 
of  all  Senators  present. 

15.  THIRD  READING  OF  BILLS— AT  LENGTH.  The  third  reading 
of  every  bill,  joint  resolution,  or  joint  memorial  shall  be  at  length,  but  in 
no  case  shall  bills  appropriating  money  be  read  less  than  twice  without 
the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senators  present. 

16.  SUBSTITUTES.  Substitutes  may  be  offered  at  any  time  when 
a  bill  or  resolution  is  open  to  amendment  previous  to  engrossment,  and 
when  adopted  shall  take  the  place  of  the  original  bill  or  resolution,  and 
shall  be  open  to  amendment. 

17.  TRANSMITTAL  TO  SENATE.  All  bills,  resolutions  and  papers 
transmitted  to  the  Senate  shall  first  be  presented  to  the  President  and  by 
him  to  the  secretary  or  proper  officer. 

18.  TRANSMITTAL  TO  HOUSE.  Upon  the  third  reading  and  final 
passage  of  any  Senate  bill,  it  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  house  immediately 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  or  by  messenger  designated  by  him,  and 
upon  the  third  reading  and  final  passage  of  all  House  bills,  they  must 
be  returned  to  the  House  immediately  by  the  secretary  or  messenger. 

19.  TRANSMITTAL  AFTER  50TH  DAY.  No  bills  transmitted  by 
the  House  to  the  Senate  after  the  fiftieth  day  will  be  considered,  nor  will 
the  Senate  transmit  bills  to  the  House  after  the  fiftieth  day  of  the  session, 
with  the  exception  of  bills  considered  by  joint  conference  committees  and 
these  bills  having  been  referred  to  the  conference  committees  on  or  before 
the  fiftieth  day.    Bills  from  said  committees  may  be  transmitted  up  to 
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and  including  the  sixtieth  day.  Joint  Rule  No.  19  shall  be  in  full  force 
and  applicable  as  to  Rule  No.  X,  Sec.  19. 

20.  ENROLLING  AND  VERIFICATION  OF  BILLS.  There  shall  be 
employed  by  the  Senate  a  clerk  to  be  known  as  a  Verification  Clerk,  who 
shall  be  an  assistant  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate.  After  a  bill  has  been 
properly  enrolled,  the  Enrolling-  Clerk  shall  deliver  the  original  bill,  together 
with  the  enrolled  bill,  to  such  Verification  Clerk,  and  take  his  dated  receipt 
therefor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Verification  Clerk  to  verify  the  en- 
rolled bill  with  the  history  of  the  original  bill  and  with  the  Journal  of 
the  Senate,  and  make  his  report  to  the  chairman  of  the  Enrolling  Com- 
mittee. The  chairman  of  the  Enrolling  Committee  shall  report  all  bills  to 
the  Senate,  properly  enrolled  and  duly  verified. 

RULE  XI. 

RULES  OF  PRECEDENCE  ON  COMMITTEE  REFERENCE.  When 
a  resolution  shall  be  offered,  or  a  motion  made,  to  refer  any  subject,  and 
different  committees  shall  be  proposed,  the  question  shall  be  taken  in  the 
following  order: 

1.  The  Committee  of  the  Whole  Senate. 

2.  A  Standing  Committee. 

3.  A  Select  Committee. 

RULE  XM. 
Attendance  of  Senators 

1.  ABSENCE,  LEAVE  OF.  No  Senator  shall  absent  himself  from 
any  sitting  of  the  Senate  without  leave  first  obtained  from  the  Senate. 

2.  RIGHT  TO  COMPEL  ATTENDANCE.  The  Senate  shall  have  the 
right  to  compel  the  attendance  of  its  members  at  all  times  and  shall  have 
authority  to  issue  process  as  hereinafter  provided. 

3.  COMPELLING  ATTENDANCE— PRACTICE.  A  less  number  than 
a  quorum  are  hereby  authorized  to  send  the  sergeant-at-arms,  or  any  other 
persons,  for  any  or  all  absent  Senators,  as  the  majority  of  such  Senators 
present  shall  agree,  at  the  expense  of  such  absent  Senator,  respectively, 
unless  such  excuse  for  non-attendance  shall  be  made  as  the  Senate,  when 
a  quorum  is  convened,  shall  judge  sufficient,  and  this  rule  shall  apply  as 
well  to  the  first  meeting  of  the  Senate,  as  the  legal  time  of  meeting,  as 
to  each  day  of  the  session,  after  the  hour  has  arrived  to  which  the  Senate 
stood  adjourned. 

4.  EXCUSE  REFUSED.  If  the  Senate  refuse  to  excuse  any  absent 
member,  then  such  absent  member  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  per  diem 
during  such  absence  and  he  shall  be  liable  for  the  expense  incurred  in  pro- 
curing his  attendance.    (Sec.  61,  R.  C.  M.  1935). 

5.  ISSUE  PROCESS  FOR  ATTENDANCE.  The  President,  or  acting 
President  of  the  Senate,  if  less  than  a  quorum  thereof  is  present,  shall  have 
the  power  to  issue  process,  directed  to  the  sergeant-at-arms,  or  any  other 
person,  to  compel  the  attendance  of  Senators  absent  without  leave. 

6.  CONTEMPT  OF  SENATE.  Any  Senator  who  shall  refuse  to  obey 
such  process,  unless  sick  and  unable  to  attend,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
contempt  of  the  Senate  and  the  sergeant-at-arms,  or  other  person  to  whom 
such  process  may  be  directed,  shall  have  the  power  to  use  such  force  as 
may  be  necessary  to  compel  the  attendance  of  such  absent  Senator,  and 
for  this  purpose  he  may  command  the  assistance  of  any  and  all  peace  offi- 
cers of  the  county  or  of  any  county  in  the  state. 

7.  CALL  OF  THE  SENATE— DEMAND.  Upon  the  request  of  any 
five  members  for  a  call  of  the  Senate,  the  sergeant-at-arms  shall  be  in- 
structed to  bring  to  the  senate  chamber  any  absentee  members,  and  shall 
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guard  every  entrance,  permitting  no  member  to  leave  the  chamber  while 
the  call  is  in  effect. 

8.  CALL  OF  THE  SENATE— MAY  BE  DISPENSED  WITH.  The  call 
may  be  removed  upon  the  majority  vote  at  any  time  after  the  disj)osal  of 
the  business  for  which  the  call  was  made,  or  by  a  majority  vote  to  dispense 
with  further  search  for  absentees  and  the  Senate  shall  then  proceed  with 
the  transaction  of  the  business  for  which  the  call  was  made. 

9.  CALL  OF  THE  SENATE— MOTIONS  ALLOWABLE.  When  the 
call  is  in  progress  no  motion  is  in  order  excepting  that  to  adjourn  as  above 
given,  and  the  call  can  only  otherwise  be  raised  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  members  of  the  Senate. 

10.  QUORUM.  A  majority  of  the  Senate  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  do  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and 
compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner  and  under  such 
penalties,  as  the  Senate  may  prescribe.  (Const.  Art.  V,  Sec.  10;  Sec.  61, 
R.  C.  M.  1935). 

RULE  XIII. 
Decorum  and  Debate 

1.  OBTAINING  FLOOR.  Every  Senator,  when  he  speaks,  shall,  stand- 
ing in  his  place,  address  the  President,  and  when  he  has  finished  sit  down. 

2.  RECOGNITION.  When  two  or  more  Senators  shall  rise  at  once, 
the  President  shall  name  the  Senator  who  is  to  speak  first. 

3.  DEBATABLE  MOTION— WITHDRAWAL  OF  MOTION.  No  mo- 
tion shall  be  debated  until  the  same  be  seconded  and  distinctly  announced 
by  the  President;  and  it  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  if  desired  by  the  Pres- 
ident or  any  Senator,  and  read  by  the  Secretary  before  the  same  shall  be 
debated.    A  motion  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  amendment. 

4.  LIMIT  ON  SPEAKING.  No  Senator  shall  speak  more  than  twice 
in  any  one  debate  on  the  same  day,  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  with- 
out leave;  and  Senators  who  have  spoken  shall  not  be  again  entitled  to 
the  floor  (except  for  explanation)  to  the  exclusion  of  another  who  has 
not  spoken. 

5.  READING  OF  PAPERS.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called 
for  (except  petitions),  and  the  same  is  objected  to  by  any  Senator,  it  shall 
be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate  without  debate.  But  this  rule  is  not 
applicable  to  any  bill,  resolution,  amendment,  or  other  proposition  which 
may  be  at  the  time  directly  under  consideration. 

6.  SENATOR  CALLED  TO  ORDER.  When  a  Senator  shall  be  called 
to  order  he  shall  sit  down  until  the  President  shall  have  determined  whether 
he  is  in  order  or  not,  and  every  question  of  order  shall  be  decided  by 
the  President,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate  by  any  Senator.  If  the 
Senator  be  called  to  order  for  a  word  spoken,  the  exceptional  language 
shall  immediately  be  taken  down  in  writing. 

7.  ORDER  OF  PRECEDENCE  DURING  DEBATE.  When  a  question 
is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  the  following  privileged 
questions,  which  shall  have  precedence  in  the  following  order: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  For  a  call  of  the  Senate. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  postpone  to  a  certain  day. 

5.  To  commit. 

6.  To  amend. 

7.  To  postpone  indefinitely  provided  that  a  motion  to  lay  an  amendment 
on  the  table,  if  carried,  shall  not  take  with  it  the  original  motion. 
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8.  PRIVILEGE  OF  CLOSING  DEBATE.  The  author  of  a  bill,  motion 
or  resolution  shall  have  the  privilege  of  closing  the  debate,  unless  the 
previous  question  has  been  sustained. 

RULE  XIV. 
Committee  of  the  Whole 

1.  RULES  GOVERNING.  As  far  as  is  possible  or  expedient,  the 
rules  of  the  Assembly  govern  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

2.  QUORUM  IN  COMMITTEE.  The  quorum  for  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole  is  the  same  as  the  quorum  for  the  Assembly. 

3.  MOTIONS  ALLOWABLE  IN.  The  only  motions  in  order  are  to 
amend,  to  recommend  for  passage,  for  non-passage,  for  concurrence,  for 
non-concurrence,  for  indefinite  postponement,  to  pass  consideration  and 
to  rise. 

4.  LIMIT  ON  DEBATE.  Unless  otherwise  prescribed  by  the  Assem- 
bly before  going  into  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  a  member  may  speak  as 
often  as  he  can  get  the  floor  and  as  long  each  time  as  is  allowed  in  debate 
in  the  Assembly. 

5.  NO  ROLL  CALL  IN.    The  yeas  and  noes  may  not  be  ordered. 

6.  NO  SUB-COMMITTEES.  This  committee  may  not  appoint  sub- 
committees. 

7.  MAY  NOT  PUNISH  MEMBERS.  The  committee  may  not  punish 
its  members  for  misconduct  but  may  report  disorder  to  the  Assembly. 

8.  TERMINATION  OF  SITTING.  A  sitting  may  be  terminated  by 
any  of  the  following  motions : 

(a)  "I  move  that  the  committee  rise." 

(b)  "I  move  that  the  committee  rise  and  report." 

(c)  "I  move  that  the  committee  rise  and  report  progress  and  ask 
leave  to  sit  again." 

9.  DISTURBANCE  OR  DISORDERLY  CONDUCT  IN  COMMITTEE 
OF  THE  WHOLE.  In  case  of  a  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the 
lobbies,  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  Senate  shall  have  the 
power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

RULE  XV. 
Previous  Question 

1.  FORM  OF  MOTION.  The  form  of  the  motion  for  the  previous 
question  shall  be:  "I  move  (or  demand,  or  call  for)  the  previous  question 
on  (here  specify  the  motions  on  which  it  is  desired  to  be  ordered)."  As 
it  cannot  be  debated  or  amended,  it  must  be  voted  upon  immediately. 

2.  FORM  OF  PUTTING  THE  QUESTION.  The  form  of  putting  the 
question  shall  be:  "The  previous  question  is  moved  (or  demanded,  or  called 
for)  on  (specifying  the  motions  on  which  the  previous  question  is  de- 
manded). As  many  as  are  in  favor  of  ordering  the  previous  question  on 
(repeating  the  motions)  will  rise;"  after  affirmative  votes  counted  and 
seated,  "Those  opposed  will  rise." 

3.  WHEN  ADMITTED.  It  shall  only  be  admitted  when  demanded 
by  a  majority  of  the  Senators  present,  upon  division. 

4.  EFFECT.  The  effect  of  the  previous  question  shall  be  to  put  an 
end  to  all  debate,  or  bring  the  Senate  to  a  direct  vote  upon  amendments 
reported  by  a  committee,  if  any,  upon  pending  amendments  and  then  upon 
the  main  question. 
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5.  CALL  OF  SENATE  AFTER  MOTION.  On  a  motion  for  the  pre- 
vious question  and  prior  to  the  seconding  of  same  a  call  of  the  Senate  shall 
be  in  order,  but  after  a  majority  of  the  Senators  have  seconded  such  motion, 
no  call  shall  be  in  order  prior  to  the  decision  of  the  main  question. 

6.  EFFECT  OF  NEGATIVE  VOTE.  '  If  the  previous  question  is  neg- 
atived the  Senate  shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  motion  had 
not  been  made. 

7.  DEBATE  CLOSED.  On  a  motion  for  the  previous  question  there 
shall  be  no  debate  and  all  incidental  questions  of  order  arising  after  a 
motion  is  made  for  the  previous  question  (or  while  acting  under  the  pre- 
vious question)  shall  be  decided,  whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without 
debate. 

RULE  XVI. 
Demand  for  Roll  Call 

1.  TWO  MEMBERS  MAY  DEMAND.  When  the  ayes  and  noes  shall 
be  called  for  by  two  members  present,  every  member  within  the  bar  of 
the  Senate  at  the  time  the  question  was  put  shall  declare  openly  and  with- 
out debate  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question. 

2.  PROCEDURE  ON  ROLL  CALL.  In  taking  the  ayes  and  noes,  and 
upon  the  call  of  the  Senate,  the  names  of  the  Senators  shall  be  taken  alpha- 
betically. When  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  taken  upon  any  question,  in 
pursuance  of  this  rule,  no  Senator  shall  be  permitted,  under  any  circum- 
stances whatever,  to  vote  after  the  decision  is  announced  from  the  chair. 

3.  ABSENTEES  DURING  ROLL  CALL.  When  roll  is  called,  when- 
ever any  Senator  is  absent  without  the  bar  of  the  Senate  when  his  name 
is  called  on  the  call  of  the  ayes  and  noes  on  any  vote  about  to  be  taken, 
his  vote  shall  not  be  received  unless  unanimously  agreed  to  by  the  Senators 
present;  nor  shall  a  Senator  be  counted,  on  a  division  of  a  vote,  who  is 
absent  without  the  bar  of  the  Senate  without  leave. 

RULE  XVII. 
Questions  of  Privilege 

Questions  of  privilege  are  defined  by  the  Senate  as  follows,  to-wit: 

1.  AFFECTING  SENATE.  Those  affecting  the  rights  of  the  Senate 
collectively,  its  safety,  dignity,  and  the  integrity  of  its  proceedings. 

2.  AFFECTING  MEMBERS.  Those  affecting  the  rights,  reputation 
and  conduct  of  members  individually  in  their  respective  capacity. 

3.  PRIORITY  OF  QUESTION.  A  question  of  privilege  concerning 
the  Senate  shall  have  superiority  over  one  concerning  the  members,  but 
either  takes  precedence  of  all  other  motions  except  a  motion  to  adjourn. 

RULE  XVIII. 

Reconsideration 

1.  TIME  OF  MAKING  MOTION.  W^hen  a  motion  has  been  made 
and  carried  or  lost,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  upon 
the  prevailing  side,  on  the  same  or  next  succeeding  day  upon  which  a  legis- 
lative session  is  held,  to  move  for  the  reconsideration  thereof. 

2.  PRECEDENCE  OF  MOTION.  Such  motion  shall  take  precedence 
of  all  other  questions,  except  the  consideration  of  a  conference  report,  a 
motion  to  fix  the  day  to  which  the  Senate  shall  adjourn,  or  take  a  recess, 
and  shall  not  be  withdrawn  after  the  said  succeeding  day  \\ithout  the 
consent  of  the  Senate,  and  thereafter  any  member  may  call  it  up  for  con- 
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sideration,  provided  that  such  motion,  if  made  during  the  last  six  days  of 
the  session,  shall  be  disposed  of  when  made. 

3.  AFTER  COMMITTEE  REFERENCES.  No  bill,  petition,  memorial 
or  resolution  referred  to  a  committee,  or  reported  therefrom  for  printing 
and  recommitment,  shall  be  brought  back  into  the  Senate  on  a  motion 
to  reconsider. 

4.  NO  REPORT  MADE  TO  HOUSE  PENDING.  If  within  the  above 
specified  time  a  Senator  gives  notice  that  he  intends  to  move  a  reconsidera- 
tion, or  moves  for  a  reconsideration,  the  secretary  shall  not  report  the  bill 
or  resolution  to  the  House  of  Representatives  until  the  motion  to  reconsider 
is  disposed  of. 

5.  EFFECT  OF  TABLING  MOTION.  When  a  motion  has  been  made 
for  the  reconsideration  of  a  vote  under  this  rule  and  a  motion  to  lay  such 
motion  for  reconsideration  on  the  table  has  prevailed,  then  such  motion 
to  lay  on  the  table  shall  not  be  reconsidered. 

6.  NO  RECONSIDERATION  ON  SUSPENSION  OF  RULES.  A  mo- 
tion to  reconsider  a  vote  on  suspension  of  rules  is  not  in  order. 

7.  EFFECT  OF  INACTION.  Should  a  motion  to  reconsider  be  agreed 
to  and  no  further  action  taken  the  question  would  fail  and  be  of  no  effect. 

8.  WHEN  PREVIOUS  QUESTION  PENDING.  The  motion  to  recon- 
sider and  a  motion  to  lay  that  motion  on  the  table  are  in  order  while 
the  previous  question  is  operating. 

9.  EFFECT  OF  FAILURE  OF  MOTION  TO  RECONSIDER,  When  a 
bill  or  other  proposition  has  been  agreed  to  or  lost  a  member  voting  on  the 
prevailing  side  may  move  to  reconsider  and  request  the  Senate  to  vote 
down  the  motion.  If  the  Senate  follows  such  request  and  decides  not  to 
reconsider,  then  the  question,  whatever  it  may  be,  is  finally  and  conclusively 
settled  so  far  as  the  Senate  is  concerned. 

RULE  XIX. 

MOTION  OR  PROPOSITION  ON  DIFFERENT  SUBJECT.  No  mo- 
tion or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under  consideration 
shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendments  or  substitutes. 

RULE  XX. 

AMENDMENT  TO  CONSTITUTION  OR  BILL.  When  an  amendment 
to  the  Constitution,  or  any  bill  requiring  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of 
the  Senators,  is  under  consideration,  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  shall 
not  be  required  to  decide  any  question  for  amendment,  or  extending  to  the 
merits,  being  short  of  the  final  question. 

RULE  XXI. 

FILLING  BLANKS.  When  the  question  of  filling  blanks  with  sums 
or  numbers  and  there  is  a  division,  the  question  as  to  the  largest  sum 
or  number  shall  first  be  voted  upon. 

RULE  XXII. 
Pairing 

1.  WHO  MAY  EXECUTE.  Any  two  members  may  pair  on  any  bill, 
measure  or  proposition  that  may  be  determined  by  a  majority  vote. 

2.  ON  PROPOSITIONS  REQUIRING  TWO-THIRDS.  On  any  prop- 
osition the  adoption  of  which  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote,  it  shall  be

necessary  that  three  members  execute  such  pair,  and  two  of  such  members 
must  be  *'for"  and  one  of  such  members  shall  be  "against"  the  proposition. 

3.  WHEN  PERMITTED.  Pairing  shall  be  permitted  only  when  one 
of  the  members  executing  the  pair  is  absent  from  the  Senate  when  a  vote 
is  taken  involving  the  specific  subject  on  which  the  pair  is  executed. 

4.  REQUISITES.  All  pairs  shall  be  in  writing  and  dated  and  signed 
by  all  members  agreeing  to  be  bound  thereby.  Pairs  must  specify  therein 
the  particular  bill,  measure  or  proposition  on  which  the  pair  is  executed, 
the  duration  of  the  pair  and  must  state  therein  the  position  of  each  signer 
and  designate  who  is  "for"  and  who  is  "against"  the  proposition  by  writing 
said  words  before  the  name  of  each  signer. 

5.  VIOLATION  OF  RULE.  Any  pair  not  signed  and  executed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  foregoing  rules  will  be  null  and  void. 

RULE  XXIII. 
Sessions  of  the  Senate 

1.  OPEN  SESSIONS.  The  sessions  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  Com- 
mittees of  the  Whole  shall  be  open,  unless  the  business  is  such  as  requires 
secrecy.    (Const.  Art.  V,  Sec.  13). 

2.  SECRET  SESSIONS.  On  a  motion  made  and  seconded  to  close  the 
doors  of  the  Senate  on  the  discussion  of  any  business  which  may,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Senate,  require  secrecy,  the  President  shall  require  all  per- 
sons, except  the  members  and  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  to  withdraw,  and 
during  the  discussion  of  said  motion  the  doors  shall  remain  closed;  and 
every  member  and  officer  of  the  Senate  shall  keep  secret  all  such  matters, 
proceedings  and  things  whereof  secrecy  shall  be  enjoined  by  order  of  the 
Senate. 

RULE  XXIV. 

MESSENGERS  INTRODUCED.  Messengers  may  be  introduced  in 
any  stage  of  business,  except  while  a  question  is  being  put  where  the  ayes 
and  noes  are  being  called  or  while  the  ballots  are  being  counted. 

RULE  XXV. 

NOMINATIONS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR.  When  nominations  shall 
be  sent  by  the  Governor  to  the  Senate  for  confirmation,  the  same  shall  not 
be  acted  on  before  the  next  succeeding  legislative  day,  excepting  nomina- 
tions sent  by  the  Governor  on  the  last  legislative  day  of  the  Session  shall 
be  acted  upon  that  day.    (Const.  Art.  VII,  Sec.  7). 

RULE  XXVI. 
Senate  Journal 

1.  PROCEEDINGS  OF  SENATE  MUST  BE  ENTERED  IN  JOUR- 
NAL. The  proceedings  of  the  Senate,  when  not  acting  as  a  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  as  concisely  as  possible,  care 
being  taken  to  record  a  true  and  accurate  account  of  the  proceedings,  but 
every  vote  of  the  Senate  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal,  and  a  brief  state- 
ment of  the  contents  of  each  petition,  memorial  or  paper  presented  to  the 
Senate  shall  also  be  inserted  in  the  Journal  and  shall  be  read,  corrected 
and  approved  after  roll  call  of  the  succeeding  day,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 
(Const.  Art.  V,  Sec.  12). 

2.  SUPERVISE  JOURNAL.  The  Secretary  shall  supervise  and  keep 
a  correct  record  of  the  Journal  proceedings  of  the  Senate  and  shall  super- 
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vise  the  engrossing,  enrolling  and  transcribing  or  copying  of  bills,  resolu- 
tions, etc.    (Sec.  66,  R.  C.  M.  1935). 

3.  CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS— TWO-THIRDS  VOTE  RE- 
QUIRED—MUST BE  ENTERED  IN  FULL.  All  amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution proposed  in  either  house  of  the  legislative  assembly  shall  be  voted 
for  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house.  Such  proposed 
amendments,  together  with  the  ayes  and  noes  of  each  house  thereon,  shall 
be  entered  in  full  on  their  respective  journals.    (Const.  Art.  XIX,  Sec.  9). 

4.  .TOURNAL  ENTRY  BY  TITLE.  The  title  of  bills,  joint  resolutions 
or  joint  memorials,  and  such  parts  thereof  only  as  shall  be  affected  by 
any  proposed  amendments,  shall  be  inserted  in  the  Journal. 

5.  FACT  OF  SIGNING  BILLS,  ETC.— ENTERED.  The  fact  of  sign- 
ing all  bills  and  joint  resolutions  passed  by  the  legislative  assembly  shall 
be  at  once  entered  upon  the  Journal.    (Const.  Art.  V,  Sec.  27). 

6.  ENTRY  OF  COMMITTEE  REPORTS.  All  bills,  petitions,  memor- 
ials or  resolutions  reported  from  a  committee  shall  be  accompanied 
by  reports  'in  writing,  which  shall  be  entered  in  the  Journal. 

7.  OATH  OF  MEMBERS  ENTERED.  An  entry  of  the  oath  taken  by 
the  members  of  the  Senate  must  be  made  on  the  Journal.  (Sec.  59,  R.  C.  M.. 
1935). 

8.  AUTHENTICATION.  The  Journal  of  the  Senate  must  be  authenti- 
cated by  the  signature  of  the  President.    (Sec.  68,  R.  C.  M.  1935). 

9.  DISTRIBUTION  OF  JOURNAL.  The  distribution  of  the  Senate 
Journal,  when  published,  shall  be  as  is  provided  for  in  Section  135,  R.  C.  M. 
1935. 

RULE  XXVII. 
Rules 

L  RULES— METHOD  OF  RESCINDING  OR  CHANGING.  No  stand- 
ing rule  or  order  of  the  Senate  shall  be  rescinded  or  changed  without  the 
concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Senate  and  one  day's  notice  being  given 
of  the  motion  therefor,  which  motion  shall  embrace  the  proposed  amend- 
ment; but  a  rule  or  order  may  be  suspended  temporarily  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  Senators  present,  except  rules  or  orders  relating  to  the  final 
passage  of  bills. 

2.  REFERENCE  TO  RIFLES  COMMITTEE.  All  proposed  amend- 
ments on  any  proposed  new  rules  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules  without  debate. 

3.  AUTHORITY  ON  RULES— NATIONAL  HOUSE  OF  REPRE- 
SENTATIVES. In  all  cases  not  provided  for  in  these  rules  the  proceedings 
of  the  Senate  shall  be  governed  by  the  parliamentary  law,  procedure  and 
practice  set  forth  in  the  rules  of  the  national  House  of  Representatives,  as 
now  (1937)  adopted  by  and  used  therein. 
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
